San Antonio, Tex., April 1.—On what seems 


absolute authority the statement is made 
tonight that an unofficial preliminary peace 
conference will be held at El Paso on Monday 
at which Francisco I. Madero Sr. and his son, 
Alfonso, will meet Salvator Madero, à rela- 
tive and friend of President Diaz. 

The two Maderos left here secretly tonight 
for El Paso. 

On Monday the messenger sent to Fran- 
cisco I. Madero Jr., the revolutionary leader 
in the field, is expected to return to El Paso. 

Whether the conference proceeds further 
depends upon Madero’s reply to the proposal 
gent to him by his father. 


‘DIAZ PROMISES MANY REFORMS. 
Mexico City, April 1—Committing himself 
to the advocacy of many of the reforms de- 


““manded by the revolutionists, although pro- 


fessedly bowing only to the influence of pub- 
e opinion, President Porfirio Diaz answered 
critics through his semi-annual message 


At the opening today of the national congress. 


The principle of no reélection of the chief 
executive and incumbents of other elective 
offices and the reform of the electoral laws 
so that the privilege of the ballot may be 
enjoyed by those citizens who are coneid- 
ered capable of voting were advocated. 

Abuse of power by jeYes politico, complained 
of by residents in the rural districts through- 
out Mexico, is to be abated, according to the 
plan outlined by the president. 


. To Punish Rascally Judges. 

The president proposes to improve the effi- 
ciency of the judiciary through a more care- 
ful selection of its personnel and lengthen- 
ing of the tenure of office. Efficacious pun- 
ishment of judicial functionaries for mal- 
feasance is to be brought about through the 
enactment of more etringent measures. 

On the subject of the division of the great 
private estates the chief executive declared 
‘his determination to find efficient means for 
bringing about the innovation, 

In no previous message of the president has 
there ever been anything in the nature of 
a recommendation. 

After reviewing at length the progress of 
the nation during the last six months and 
more briefly the events leading up to the 


rebelllon and its progress, the message con- 


‘tinued: 

“Recent expressions of public opinion on 
various questions of governmental policy 
have attracted general attention, and, for 
this reason, the executive deems it fit to 
make known the measures which he believes 
Ought to be adopted and the views by which 
he will be guided in his endeavors to war- 
rant the confidénce which the country has 


reposed in him. 
Aim Is to Set Precedent. 
The change of ministry just effected aims, 


kor example, at satisfying in practice one 


general aspiration, which is that the political 
personnel be renovated from time to time. 
I have not hesitated to part with the services 
of capable, loyal, and honest advisers, who, 


1 for a greater or less length of time, had 


given me their valued codperation. My single 
aim has been to set the precedent of not car- 
rying on the government indefinitely with 
the same cabinet, however high may be the 
Merits of the persona composing it, and io 
show that room should be made from time to 
time to new energies in the direction of public 
affairs. 


Furthermore, measures will be taken that 
will demonstrate a firm purpose to give heed 
to reasonable complaints that are made 
against some of the authorities, especially 
those who are in closest touch with the peo- 
pie. | 


Hopes for Aid of Governors. 

It is to be hoped that in this policy the 
federal government will be seconded by the 
governors of states, ho by reason of the 
administrative instrumentalities depending 
on them, are better able to remedy the evil 
in question. :

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GAMBLERS’ BOMB 
FOR*MIKE DE PIKE’ 


Resort in North Curtis Street | 


Damaged; Preacher Hurt 
by Explosion. 


NO TRACE OF GUILTY MAN, 


Two women were hurt and more than a 
score fled panic stricken when a bomb—the 
second aimed at Mike de Pike” Hettler 
in the Curtis street levee war and the fourth 
directed at the king of the west side levee "’ 
—was exploded at the rear of his saloon and 
disorderly hause at 20 North Curtie street 
shortly after 10 o/clock last ‘night. The 
charge wrecked the rear of the place and 
shattered windows for blocks around, flying 
glass terrifying persons who were walking 
in Madison street, half a block away. 

The bomb, coming at a time when rumor 
has it that Inspector Hunt is to be trans- 
ferred back to his old station in Hyde Park, 
and that Inspector P. D. O’Brien is to 
assume command at the Desplaines etreet 
police station, caused considerable comment 
among denizens of the district, and. a whole- 
sale exodus followed a few minutes after 
word had gone through the levee. 

Ten minutes before the explosion the street 
had been the scene of merrymaking, despite 
the orders of Chief Steward. Soon after the 
crash it was practically abandoned, except 
for the curious throngs of men and boys 
who crowded to the scene. 


Slumming Tour Is Ended. 

At the time Detectives Cullet and Mulvi- 
hill, accompanied by the Rev. Henry Edward 
Rompel, pastor of the Centenary Methodist 
Episcopal church, West Monroe ard Mor- 
gan streets, were making a trip through the 
district, and they had just left the place when 
all were thrown to the sidewalk. None was 
seriously hurt. Detective Mulvihill was the 
first to regain his feet. Running to the rear, 
he saw aman disappearing north in the alley. 
The detective fired several shots at the fugi- 
tive but he escaped. 

The bomb is thought to have been set off 
by enemies of Mike de Pike,“ because they 
hold him practically responsible for the clos- 
ing of the old lava beds in Green, Peoria, 
and Sangamon streets The fact that the 
bomb was placed in fhe wood strewn yard at 
the rear of 20 North Curtis street was ** tipped 
ok 4p the newspapers even before the ex- 
plosion occurred, caused the police to believe 
that the old time gambling bomb thrower, 
was at work. 


Suspects Old Desperado. 

„It looks ae if that fellow has come to life 
again,’”’ eald Acting’ Lieut. Garret Bren- 
nan of the Desplaines street station. “ We 
haven't heard from him in some time, and I 
can’t see for the Hife of me why he should 
have anything to do with ‘Mike de Pike.”

April 1, 1911—Frank Temerno, found 
with five bullet holes in his body near 865

Not one assassin has been caught! 


Riddled with five bullets, fired into his body 
by an undiscovered assassin, the forty-ninth 
victim in fourteen months of the Black Hand 
in Chicago was picked up dead last night 
in a dark alley back of 865 Gault court. 

The victim, who has not yet been posi- 
tively identified, is the sixth man to be mur~ 
dered in the Death Corner district, the 
center of which is at Milton avenue and Oak 


street. ‘ 

The police believe the dead man's name is 
Frank Temerno. Apparently he was about 
23 years old. The partial identification Is 
based on the discovery in his pockets of a 
receipt made out to Frank Temerno by the 
American Express company. The receipt 
was given for a book shipped to Joe Temerno 
in Danville. : 


Clew Leads to Danville. 

On the theory that Joe is a brother of the 
dead man and may be able and willing to 
give information as to probable enemies who 

have done the shooting, the police 
probably will send a detective to Danville to 
interview him. 

The crime, wae discovered by William H. 
McQuigg, who keeps a store at 865 Gault 
court. Some time tefore midnight MceQuigzg 
heard five shots in rapid succession, fired just 
outside his back door. Arming himself with 
a heavy bar of wog, McQuigg rushed inco the 
alley to investigate. It was so dark that he 
could see only a few feet and nobody was in 
sight. 

Lying face downward in the mud, almost 
at the threshold of McQuigg’s rear door, was 
the body. The storekeeper hastily notified 
the West Chicago avenue police, and Lieut 
Smith rushed to the scene, in charge of a 
squad composed of Sergt. Fitzgerald and 
Plain Clothesmen Parodi and Burns. 


Riddled by Five Shots. 

Investigation showed that the man prob- 
ably had been killed by a lone assassin of 
deadly aim. For every one of the five shots 
heard by McQuigg the police found à bullet 
wound. 

One bullet penetrated the victim's right 
cheek, another entered his right shoulder, a 
third was located under the fifth rfb, anda 
fourth had severed the jugular vein. Any 
one of these four wounds would have proved 
fatal, but the presence of the fifth bullet 
hole in the man’s back, near the spine, con- 
vinced the police that the slayer had fired 
his last shot into his victim as the latter lay 
prostrate were he had fallen. 

The deep mud of the alley afforded a poor 
opportunity to track the slayer in His flight 
for the reason that it was cut up with wheel 
tracks and many footprints. The police admit 
the probability that the slenderness of their 
only clew the supposed brother in Danville, 
probably will cause this murder to be en- 
rolled with the forty-eight other unsolved 
Italian killings of the last year and two 
months. 

Flees to Escape Death. 

Matthew Cox, head nurse of the men’s de- 
partment of the Mercy hospital at Gary, Ind.

DANGEROUSLY ILL 


Attack of Grip, Which She

BARE HOPE OF RECOVERY. 


Strain of the Litigation Over

Her condi- 
tion tonight was so grave it was feared by 
friends and relatives she would not live an- 
other day. She is said to be suffering from 
dropsy, which set in as an outcome of heart 
trouble following a complication of com- 
plainta 

For more than five weeks Mrs. Yerkes has 
been in bed. She was taken Ul early last 
November with an attack of the grip. She 
seemed unable to rally, and gradually she 
became weaker and weaker. 

Her sister, who lives in this city, has been 
with her, and her former secretary—faithfu! 
“ Bully ” Lauer, whom it was reported at one 
time she intended to wed—has been in almost 
constant attendance at the house since she 
was first taken ill, giving her all the aid pos- 
sible in connection with her business affairs. 

Dr. H. H. Whitehouse, who has been Mrs. 
Yerkes’ physician for years, admitted his 
patient is seriously III. 


Bare Chance for Recovery. 

“ She is suffering from heart trouble, fol- 
lowing a general nervous breakdown,” he 
said. “She has been under a great strain in 
the last few years and it is not astonishing, 
under such conditions, that her heart should 
have become affected.” 

Asked whether she was suffering from 
| dropsy, he said: 


There is always more or less oedema with 
heart trouble. 

Oedema is the medical term for dropsy. 
When told it had been reported her condition 
was sO grave that friends feared she would 
not live the night out he said: 

“It is her heart we have to fear. We can- 
not tell how that will turmout. A patient in 
her condition might live a day and might 
live two days. On the other hand, she might 
recover. N 


Happy Wife for Ten Years, 

About twenty-four years ago Mary Ade- 
laide Moore, daughter of the junior mem- 
ber of the drug firm of Powers, Weightmen 
& Moore of Philadelphia, married Charks 
T. Yerkes, he having obtained a divorce 
from his first wife. For the first ten years 
of her married life the second Mrs. Yerkes 
was happy She traveled all over Europe 
with her husband. Then one night her hap- 
piness was suddenly blasted, - never to be 
restored, 

A friend of ber husband, after a dinner in 
the magnificent residence in Fifth avenue 
which had been built by Yerkes for his wife, 
whispered a scandal in her ear in conmec- 
tion with her husband. That resulted in a 
separation. Mr. and Mra Yerkes never 
again dwelt under the same roof. Yerkes 
went to Europe and busied himself in the 
traction field in London. 


Quickly Drops Second Husband. 

About four years ago Yerkes, who had re- 
turned to this country, died from pneumonia 
after a few days’ illness. 

In less than twelve months later the widow 
married Wileon Mizner. Her second mar- 
ried Mfe lasted about one week. She ob- 
tained a divorce two months later. She 
continued to live in the uth avenue home 
until it was sold by the Yerkes executors.

Some of the best election statisticians be- 
lieve that whoever wins will come through 
by a big plurality. The average guess as to 
the Socialists is that their total will not be 
much above 15,000, owing to the pecullar con- 
ditions, although their active campaigning, 
in their leaders’ opinion, has developed senti- 
ment that may show in other years. The Pro- 
hibitionists, who have a factional struggle, 
are considered negligible. 


Predict Biggest Vote in History. 

Figured on the registration of 423,561, an 80 
per cent vote would be 339,600, while an 88 
per cent vote would be about 360,000. Should 
the weather be mild and bright next Tuesday 
there might be 875,000 ballots, 

A deduction of 20,000 Socialist and Prohibt- 
tionist votes and a further allowance of 5,000 
lost votes, being of those who vote only 
for aldermanic candidates or whose ballots 
are thrown out for irregularities, leave for 
the two chief candidates, Merriam and 
Harrison, 835,000 (assuming an 85 per cent 
vote), indicating that the victor must have 
close to 170,000. This would be only about 
5,000 more than gave Fred A. Busse his plu- 
rality of 13,000 over Edward F. Dunne four 
years ago, when the vote was 164,702 for 
Busse and 151,779 for Dunne, the total vote 
cast being 838,024 out of @ registration of 
392,287. , 
Winner Must Get Over 175,000. 

The registration then was about 30,000 less 
than the total now on the polling lists. More 
persons are eligible to cast their ballots than 
at any time in local history except a year. 
ago, when the exciternent over the anti- 


saloon question induced a high water regis. 
tration of 432,000. However, the election 
board threw out the petition on the ground 
that it contained less than the legal minimum 


of qualified signers, wherefore the proposi- 
tion did not come to a popular test and the 
voters did not go to the polls in the numbers 
they would have done. While this year’s reg- 
istration, therefore, is not a Bigh record the 
vote cast certainly will be.

Never have party lines been so shattered 
or tangled as in this campaign. Each side 
is figuring on a heavy defection from the 
opposition party nominee, which accounts 
for the conflicting forecasts. Mr. Harrison 
ia suffering from a double defection, one 
source being the 54,000 Democrats who sup- 
ported Edward F. Dunne in the primaries, 
the other being the 35,000 organization Demo- 
crats who were for.A. J. Graham. At Harri- 
gon headquarters his managers concede a 
loss of 15,000 Dunne men and 10,000 Sullivan- 
Graham organization men, but the Merriam 
claims run up to 40,000 Dunne adherents and 


25,000 Sullivanites.

The actuating reasons for this prospective 
Democratic split are divergent. Former 
Mayor Dunne’s adherents see in Ald. Mer- 
riam, although a Republican, a nominee 
standing for the same principles of honesty 
and civic progress as did Mr“ Dunne. They 
have incorporated with this thought in their 
title as the “ Progressive Democratic Mer- 


riam club.” 


The issues of the campaign, while plain in 
part, have been befogged in other directions. 
Canards and falsehoods have been widely 
circulated and the average voter may ‘be 
excused for being non-plussed at times. ö 

For instance, while both Ald. Merriam and 
Mr. Harrison have given pledges against 
Sunday closing of saloons and business places 
and have declared in favor of allowing Sun- 
day recreations—in short, the widest meas- 
ure of personal liberty that will not conflict 
with the rights of individuals—the Harrison 
campaign largely has been directed toward 
exciting a doubt of Mr. Merriam’s sincerity, 
this in spite of his attitude and utterances 
influenced by his observations during his 
years of residence in Germany asa student

Other than this, the chief attack on Mr.

Republicans and Demoerats 
Fill Auditorium at Cli- 
max of Campaign. 


PLEAS MADE BY LEADERS, 


Nominee, Smulski, and Roe 
Arouse Great Throng to High 
Pitch of Enthusiasm. 


Six thousand eager Chicagoans, among 
whom there were many Democrats and sev- 
eral hundred women, cheered Charles E. Mer- 
riam last night at the Auditorium theater 
untilthey were hoarse and Chairman Thomas 
A. O'Shaughnessy pleaded for quiet on the 
ground that the mayoralty candidate’s voice 
was frayed around the edges by his 311 
speeches 

It was the largest and most remarkable 
outpour of citizens since the campaign start- 
ed. Every seat of the 4400 was occupied be- 
fore S o'clock, even to the topmost gallery, 
and then the stage was packed, and still they 
came. Finally the police turned deaf ears to 
appeals and at 8:16 o'clock closed the doors 

against a few more thousands of disappointed 
late comers. 

Aside from the phenomenal size and enthu- 
giasm of the crowd there were a dozen fea- 
tures that made the meeting exceptional. The 
presiding officer, brother of Attorneys John 
P and Francis O'Shaughnessy, whose offices 
are in the same suite with former Mayor 
Edward F. Dunne, is a Democrat, and ‘he 
proclaimed the fact with pride s he appealed 
to all citizens in this emergency to forget the 
partisan lines of national politics. 


Audience Is Happy One. | 

Then, too, the audience was jubilant and re- 
eponsive to a degree that indicated their 
opinion of a campaign won. Every time Ald. 
Merriam made a query there came back an 
answer quicker than his own. Scores hailed 
him as Charlie and begged him to“ put 
stripes on the grafters, while others assured 
him he was already elected.”

Following Chairman O’Shaughnes 
sy’s Appeal for Merriam on nonpartisan 
grounds, Clifford G. Roe exposed the traffic in 
women as systematized by the First ward’s 
vice syndicate. There was a tense silence as 
he read pitiful letters from imprisoned and 
mistreated girls; confesisons from tnraffick~ 
ers, and one from Morris Van Beever, now in 
prison, and told of the cruelties practiced. 

When he stated that these things had hap- 
pened and continued under the Harrison ré- 
gime of eight years; that the lawyers and 
protectors of the vice ring were now in the

PLOT NIPPED IN THE BUD. 


Plan to Challenge Walter L. Fisher 
Told by Czarnecki, 


Attempted disfranchisement of one member 
of President Taft's cabinet and plans to 
challenge a second because both expect to 
vote for Merriam were the latest charges 
made yesterday against the Harrison board 
of elections and the lieutenants of the Dem- 
ocratic nominee. 

Secretary Franklin MacVeagh was the 
man slated for disfranchisement, and his 
name narrowly escaped erasure from the 
registration books. One of the Democratic 
election commissioners—Dr. Taylor—in an 
opinion, stated that the member of Presi- 
dent Taft's official family wes without a 
Chicago residence, because he had made ar- 
rangements to lease his north side hause. 

Walter L. Fisher, the newly appointed 
secretary of the Interior, it was declared 
by Democrats, was to be challenged .. he 
tried to vote in the Twenty-first ward, which 
has been his home for years. 

Secretary MacVeagh’s name was saved on 
the register of his polling place after attor- 
neys and friends visited the offices of the 
commissioners and remonstrated over the 
statement of Commissioner Taylor as to his 
ineligibility. In the evening a clerk in the 
office said he saw no reason why the gec- 
retary should not vote. 


Czarnecki Tells of Plot. 

„There is no reason why any cabinet mem- 
ber who resides in Chicago should not vote 
here, Commissioner Ozarnecki Said. As I 
understand the situation with respect to Sec- 
retary MacVeagh, he has leased his house, 
but the lease does not become operative until 
the dey after the election. Anyway, he is 
reserving an apartment in hie residence for 
himeelf; he le not without a residence here. 

„Nes, I heard of the case of Secretary Fish- 
er, too. My understanding is that plans were 
being made only to challenge his vote. If there 
te any move om to have hie name stricken from 
the voting registers I had not heard of it. I 
think, as a member of the election board, I 
can promise either of the two cabinet mem- 
bers that they will be allowed to vote.”

Her academic 
education went on from that day. One ot her 
sisters ran away from home to school when 
she was only 4 years of age, and successfully 
persuaded, her teacher that she belongeé 
with the first class. 


Happy Life at Convent. 


A happy portion of her school life Mra 
Merriam confesses she spent at St. Bene- 
dict’s academy, at Erie, Pa. There a cousin, 
Sister Cecelia, was one of the nuns. Mrs. 
Merriam’s parents were Roman Catholics 
and Elizabeth Hilda was sent to the convent 
school when she was 12 years old. 

The fact that she fell {fm love and married 
a political economist ended what might have 
been a succeseful career as a violinist. Un- 
der the instruction of the sisters at the con- 
vent she developed remarkable skill as a 
muegician. Strict rules at the academy pro- 
vided certain hours within which all prac- 
ticing had to be done.

But his harangues always were 
punctuated with the wittiest storie, 1 
think he was the best story teller I have 
ever heard. He was such a handsome, big 
fellow that I used to delight to go about 
the country with him, and be known ag his 
daughter.” 

Mrs. Merriam entered the New York Nor- 
mal college, and was granted a degree of 
A. B., when she was only twenty yeare of 
age. It was while she was a student in 
New York thet her acquaintance with Mr. 
Merriam began. Her brother was a student 
at Columbia college, and Charles E. Merriam 
was one of his chums. 

Ap acquaintance begun during her juntor 
year quickly ripened into a strong affection. 

Mr. and Mrs. Merriam were married in 
New York on a Saturday. They imme- 
diately left for Chicago, arrived here on 
Monday morning at 7:30 a. m.. and Mr, Mer- 
riam was conducting a class in political 
economy an hour later.

COLLECT ON PAY DAY. 


Two Refuse, Others Confess, 
Some Obey Silence“ Mandate; 
Not Named in Report. 


Carter H. Harrison made public what pur 
ported to be his campaign contribution state- 


ment yesterday. 


It did not include a city employé assessment 
collected Friday afternoon from team own- 
ers working for the city in the Twelfth ward 
under Ward Supt. John J. Corbett Neither 
did it include a police assessment alleged to 
have been made on police of the west side. 

The Corbettt fund was collected from the 
team owners, three of them widows, by 
Thomas Manley, assistant ward superintend- 
ent. It was made despite vigorous protests 
from many hard working team owners, who 
argued that they ought not be forced to pay 
for the privilege of working. 


Admits Money Was Collected. 

Manley admitted to two reporters for Tus 
TRIBUNE at night that he had taken upahe 
coHection and that the money was for the 
liarrison campaign fund, but he insisted that 
the contributions were voluntary. Later, in 
the course of the conversation, he thoysht 
better of what his admission had meant. 

He tried to convince the two reporters 
that he had made a mere slip of the tongue 
or that he had been misunderstood. 

It was payday on Friday, so the collection 
business went off smoothiy Manley in- 
formed. the team owners that the election 
would cost them $10 each, and they paid over 
the money, knowing that it might cost them 
a good deal more to refuse paying. The word 
had been passed around several days before 
that the teamstera would be agked to swell 
the Harrison campaign coffers, so the ** shake 
down did not come as a total surprise.

Independent Mayoralty Vote 
Causes Doubt in Many of 
the Wards. 


ECHO OF THE STINE FUND. 


‘Slush’? Story, It Is Said, May 
Affect Some Old Members 
of Couneil.

Influenced and overshadowed by the mayor- 
alty race, aldermanic contests in several 
Wards are in an uncertain state because of 
the question of what the “quiet vote” 
brought out by the Merriam-Harrison strug- 
gle will do in the selection of councilmen. 

Supporters of the Municipal Voters’ league 
and its activities predict that the heavy reg- 


. istration will mean a large independent vote 


on council memberships, as well as on the 


mayoralty, with consequent gains for the 
league; but elusiveness of regular organiza- 
tion support in a number of instances has 
added another factor to the situation which 
has left several candidates in doubt as to 
their prospects. 

There are thirty-seven aldermen to be 
@ected—one-half the total plus the two va- 
cancies in the Sixteenth and Seventeenth 
cr@ated by the election of Frank W. Kors 
leski and William E. Dever to county offices 
last fall. 

Ald. Winfield P. Dunn of the Twenty-fifth 
ward is the only member of the council, ex- 
cept Ald. Merriam, who did not seek re- 
nomination, but Ald. James M. Dailey of the 


Fourth, John J. Sheahan of the Fifth, and 


Joseph F. Capp of the Twenty-seventh were 
éefeated at the primaries. 
Twenty-eight Seek to Retain Seats. 


In other words, twenty-eight members of 
the present council are seeking reélection. 


Of this number twenty have been recom- | 
league, 


mended by the Municipal Voters 
seven have been condemned as unfit and 
one has been declared of dodbtful qualifica- 


- tions. 


Few of those approved are believed in any 
serious danger of losing their places, and the 
league's hope of swelling its total in the 
‘council! is based on the chance of defeating 
some of the eight who failed of approval as 
a supplement to the earlier defeat of Dailey 
and Shedhan. Al! these are characterized 
as of the gray wolf type except John 
8. Clark of the Thirty-fifth. He was labeled 
“ doubtful.” | 

It is admitted he has a contest on his 
hands because of the activities of Irwin R 
Hazen, the Republican nominee, and the 
greatly increased registration. The figures 
row are 14,015, and as Busse carried the ward 
against Dunne by 4,343 to 3,411, it is believed 
that Hazen will win the battle. Ald. Charles 
J. Forsberg is confident that Merriam will 
carry the ward overwhelmingly and this adds 
to the chances for Hazen. 

This contest is regarded as one of the most 
interesting, but predictions of close finishes 
in wards in which the entrants are new to 
council matters have been made. 


Ryan Seems to Lead in Fourth. 

In the Fourth, which went Democratic by 
1,500 four years ago and which shows little 
increased registration, it is believed that 
Joseph F. Ryan,.an employé of the water pipe 
extension bureau, will win out against Fred 
Overlreu, who opposes him as the Republican 
nominee. In the Twelfth ward the fight for 
‘Sheriff Zimmer’s former seat is at its height 
with William F. Schulze, Democrat, and Jo- 
seph C. Pisha, Republican, both aeceptable 
to the Voters’ league. Pisha’s chances are 


endangered by hostilities between A. W. Mil- 


ler and the Deneen forces. | 

In the Fifth, where Sheahan was rejected 
by the Democratic primaries, Patrick J. Carr, 
his conqueror, is having his hands full with 
the fight put up by William J. Umbach, 
former county commissioner. The Seven- 
teenth offers a double struggle because of 
the long and short terms, Ald. Lewis D. Sitts 
being opposed by Stephen A. Malato. 

Although Dunne carried the ward, Sitts 
has increased his following greatly in the 
last two years. He is handicapped slightly 
by the Republican candidate for the short 
term, Stephen P. Revere, denounced as a 
former gangster, to whom his opponent, 
Stanley Wolkowiak, is preferred by the 
league. 

Contest in the Twenty-seventh. 

The contest for the seat of Capp in the 
Twenty-seventh is said to be a heated one, 
Edward T. Taylor, Republican, and Jens N. 
Hyldahi, Democrat, being the nominees. 

Ot the aldermen seeking reélection who 
have contests threatening their seats, several 
find that opposition has been aroused through 
the activities of the United Police, in spite 
of the disappearance of its president, 
Wiliam F. Stine. It has been aroused es- 
pecially against the members of the finance 
committee who deciared it impossible to grant 
the policemen’s petition for increases in 
salary. These include Sitts, Harding, Fore- 
man, Lawiey, Kearns, dnd Reading. 

It is believed that the former three are 
beyond danger, but the latter three have 
been threatened to some extent by the re- 
sentment of the police. Lawley is opposed 
by William T. Maypoie, whose former record 
in the council in general was not criticised, 
but if the predictions that Merriam wiII 
multiply the smell margin by which Busse 
carried the ward in 1907, Lawley will win 
easily. 25 , 

Police Activity in Twenty-sixth. 

The police activity also has entered into the 
campaign of Ald. William F. Lipps of the 
Twenty-sixth rd. Here the police have 
gone so far as to attempt partial hguse to 
house canvasses and his record in 2 of 
the old $1,000 license ordinance has been used 
@s a weapon by these workers among the 
saloon habitués. 

Another north side fight attracting atten- 
tion is that of Ellis Geiger, the Democratic 
nominee in the Twenty-first, to unseat Ald. 
Francis W. Taylor. Taylor has been making 
a hard campaign against the O'Malley fol-

mittee to Choose Man. 


BUSSE IN FAVOR OF HAYES. 


Asserts City Is Threatened with §$],- 
500,000 Loss in Revenue,

To send a legal representative to protect 
the city of Chicago's interests in bills pend- 
ing at Springfield, Mayor Busse has called 
a special meeting of the council committee 
on state legislation. The meeting will be 
held in the mayor's office on Monday morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock. 

Some bills before the senate and house 
strike directly at the city revenues, others 
affect the supervisory powers of the munici- 
pality, and the mayor will recommend that 
the committee on state legislation appoint 
a representative from the city’s legal de- 
partment to remain in Springfield, and look 
after the city’s interests. The mayor fa- 
vors the appointment of Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel Hayes as the committee's rep- 
resentative, with power to act, because of 
Mr. Hayes’ experience in these matters. 

„The pending bills imperil the olty’s reve- 
nues for next year altogether about 61.800. 
000,” said Mayor Busse yesterday. “I am 
in favor of appointing a representative of 
the committee and send him to Springfield to 
look into these bills, and with full power to 
act. Assistant Corporation Counsel Hayes 
already has met some of the members of the 
legislature about some of the bills, but he 


never has been given authority to act for the 


committee, and naturally refrained from tak- 
ing issue on the bills We will select a 
representative at the meeting Monday and 
send him to Springfield a# the city’s repre- 
sentative.” 

Several members of the committee on state 
legislation met the mayor in the morning, 
end his announcement was made after they 
left. Ald. Pringle, chairman of the com- 
mittee on public utility legislation, also wil) 
attend the meeting in the mayor’s office Mon- 
day. He bas made several visits to Spring- 
eld.

Proposed New Charter Gives Fire 
Department More Power. 


MAYOR GAYNOR APPROVES. 


Numerous Changes Are to Be Made in 
City Government. 


‘Albany, N. VT. April 1.—The creation of two 
new municipal arts ngineering and 
architecture—and radical changes in the 
names and functions of four other depart- 
ments are provided for in the proposed new 
charter for New York City now before the 
legislature, the text of which was made 
public today. The proposed charter has the 
approval of Mayor Gaynor and contains 
numerous provisions which, in his opinion, 
will tend to correct existing defects in the 
city administration 

Chief among the changes are the shearing 
of the city controller of many of his powers; 
the creation of a small board of education 
with salaried members; the enlargement of 
the mayor's powers and the bestowal of un- 
divided authority with the fire commissioner 


fire appliances, 
Fire Department Jurisdiction. 

To the fire department the charter gives a 
wide supervision over the equipment of bulld- 
ings with life saving and fire preventing ap- 
pllances, independent of the building depart- 
ment, and the latter is given wider author- 
ity in the supervision of buildings. 

The city chamberlain 16 to become a city 
treasurer, and from the controller's jurisdicg 
tion he will take the collection of city reve- 
hues, taxes, and assessments, making the 
city treasurer one of the most important 
of city officials while the controller becomes 
merely a city auditor.

Washin D. C., April 1.—- [Special. I— The 
Democrats elected to the Sixty-second oon- 
gress, which convenes in extraordinary ses- 
sion next Tuesday, started in today to make 
good their promises to the people. In a 
caucus lasting until late tonight they ma 

out an initial program of policy, the prin 
cipal items of which follow: 

Voted to abolish sinecures and perquil- 
sites on the pay roll of the house of rep- 
resentatives approximating §20,000 a 
year. 

Ratified a code of Hberalised rules of 
procedure, under which it is asserted the 
manipulation of legislation by designing 
interests will be prevented. 

Adopted a slate of committees, the 
chairman and members of which were 
selected by the Democratic members of 
the ways and means committee acting as 
@ committee on committees. 

Adopted a list of subjects for legislation 
at the special session, which opens next 
Tuesday, inchuding reciprocity, tariff re- 
vision, direct election ofjeenetors, reap- 

rtionment, Arizona and New Mexico 
e additional campaign fund pub- 
Melty, and department investigations. 


Fought by Cannon Old Guard.” 

Most of these policies have been advocated 
for years by the progressive Republicans and 
opposed by the “old guard,“ headed by 
“Uncle Joe“ Cannon. 

The rules represent an improvement upon 
the reforms introduced into the Republican 
rules by the progressives. The committee 
discharge rule was amended so as to pre- 
vent filibustering of the sort carried on in 
the last session by Cannon and Mann. No 
member is to be allowed to have more than 
one motion for the discharge of a committee 
on the calendar at one time. a 

Bills under the rule are to be read by title 
only, and the title shall be not more than 
100 words long. This rule originally was ad- 
vocated by the insurgents to prevent Mr. 
Cannon from smothering legislation in com- 
mittees, but Mr. Mann swamped the commit- 
tee discharge calendar and Mr. Cannon aided 
the filibuster with the result that the house 


never reached a vote on any of the motions 
to resuscitate chloroformed bills. 


Calendar Wednesday Is Retained. 

Calendar Wednesday and other progressive 
reforms are retained. One amendment gives 
a member two chances instead of one to 
obtain passage of a bill by unanimous con- 
sent. : 

One of the most important reforms is a 
new rule permitting the amendment of ap- 
propriation bills with new matter S0 long 
as it proposes a retrenchment of expenses, 
the reduction of salaries, or the abolition 
of administrative positions. The Democrats 
gay they will be able to reduce appropriations 
$200,000.000 a year under this rule. 

Another important amendment prohibits 
riders to any bill for the revision of a single 
tariff schedule. This will safeguard revision 
by individual schedules. 

The vast accumulation of supérfiuous pat- 


ronage which the Democrats voted to throw 


overboard is a sensational revelation of the 
extent to which the old guard“ Republic- 
ans under the Cannon régime had tapped the 
public treasury for the benefit of their 
friends. 


Raid Is Amazing. 

The extent to which the old guard had 
loaded down the public pay roll with personal 
‘and political friends is amazing. The list of 
superfiuous patronage wes made up by a 
committee headed by Representative A. 
Mitchell Palmer of Pennsylvania. When this 
body started its work Mr. Palmer eaid it ex- 
pected to lop off $100,000 of useless gobs. 
Then it was discovered thie was only half 
of the ewag which the “old guard had 
carried off every year.

An attempt by attorneys for the Metropoll- 
tan Elevated company to steal a march on 
the Chicago drainage canal commission by 
quietly submitting a brief and argument 
to Attorney General Wickersham in the suit 
to cause the removal of the Metropolitan 
company’s bridge over the Chicago river be- 
tween Jackson boulevard and Van Buren 
street may lead to the sending of a legal 
deputation to Washington, D. C., to present 
counter arguments 

The attempt first was made known to the 
commissioners at a meeting of the finance 
committee, Immediately there was a stirring 
of machinery and laying of plans. A commis- 
sion of United States engineers and a federal 
judge advocate general had reported in favor 
of the canal commission and the removal of 
the bridge. The decision was based on the 
contention that the Chicago river is a naviga- 
ble stream and that the structure obstructs 
free navigation. But Secretary of War J. M. 
Dickinson was not satisfied and referred the 
decisions to the attorney general for a final 
opinion. 

Tells of Discovery. 

We knew Attorney General Wickersham 
had been asked for an opinion in the case,’ 
asserted J. C. Williams. But it was only a 
day or two ago that I learned that attorneys 
for the elevated company had filed a brief 
with Mr. Wickersham. I called up Attorney 
Loesch and asked for a copy of the brief. 
He seemed surprised that I knew one had 
been filed, but finally agreed to give me a 
copys The commission should make some 
reply.” 

Several commissioners urged the sending 
of a delegation to Washington, but finally 
it was decided to leave the niatter in the 
hands of Attorney Williams with authority 
to ko to Washington to make an oral argu- 
ment, if necessary, to file a written brief or 
to call the board together if the sending of 
a delegation seems advisable. | 


$94,471 Asked for Extras.“

Reform of Electoral Laws, 

“Tntimately bound up with the adoption 
of the principle of no re€lection is the ques- 
tion of the reform of the electoral laws, for, 
inasmuch as the long continuance in power 
of certain functionaries is believed to be in 
part attributable to the defects of those laws, 
it is indispensable without delay to amend 
them in order to insure the electoral activity 
of those citizens who are considered capable 
of voting with a full consciousness of what 
they are doing. 

“In view of the not fully satisfactory re- 
sults of the measures hitherto taken to bring 
about the division of large rural estates on 
terms that would be fair to all concerned, so 
as to render those estates available for till- 
age, the executive is determined to find means 
for carrying out this important project in the 
most efficient manner possible. 


Justice Reforms Almost Complete. 

„At different times endeavors have been 
made to introduce reforms in the administra- 
tion of justice in the federal courts and in the 
local courts of the federal district and terri- 
tories, and these endeavors alone suffice to 
demonstrate the importance which the ex- 
ecutive attaches to the improvement of this 
vital function. At the same time, the ex- 
ecutive is not unaware that much remains to 
be done to complete the work and to correct 
the defects which observations bring to light 
and public opinion points out. 

The various measures which it is proposed 
to introduce after a mature and minute con- 
sideration of all the elements of the problem 
will aim fundamentally at insuring more 
effectively the independence of the judiciary 
by securing a more select personnel and 
lengthening their term of office, while another 
object of the measures in question will be to 
render more stringent the responsibilities of 
judicial functionaries by providing really 
efficacious forms of procedule for bringing 
them to account in case of malfeasance.” 


Mobilization of Americans. 

Gen. Diaz paid a high tribute to the loyalty 
and valor of the Mexican soldiers and took 
up the subject of the mobilization of the 
Amercan army. 

In connection with these serious occur- 
rences, the executive had observed that the 
rebels were recruiting filibusters and ef- 
fecting their organization on American ter- 
ritory, and therefore drew the attention of 
the government of the United States to their 
acts. That government, acting by virtue of 
its laws of neutrality, at once adopted such 
measures as it deemed adequate, which the 
government of Mexico recognizes and appre- 
ciates. A little later there was an unusual 
concentration of American forces near the 
border. e 

“The executive, as in duty bound.“ says 
President Diaz, gave instructions to Am- 
bassador de la Barra at Washington to ask 
for an explanation of the step. 


Message from Taft. 

That explanation caused a message from 
President Taft, in which he spontaneously 
gave assurances that this concentration of 
forces had no significance which should cause 
comcern to the friendly neighbors of the 
United States on the south. The with- 
drawal of American warships, which had 
been ordered to the waters of both our coasts, 
and the fact that the land forces are shortly 
to engage in maneuvers afford the best proof 
of the sincerity of these assurances which 
have been reiterated on subsequent occa- 
sions.” 

Reviewing the circumetances leading up to 
the rebellion, President Diaz said: 

“ A group which at the last federal elections 
presented candidates for the presidency and 
vice presidency gf the republic, only polling, 
however, a small minority of the votes, 
proved unwilling to Umit its activity to the 
legitimate exercise of the popular suffrage 
which it had advocated, but, after the elec- 
tions were over, took up arms, disturbing the 
peace which the country had for long years 
enjoyed.“ 

Spread of Insurrection. 

After relating the discovery in advance of 
the plot and the outbreak at Puebla, the 
message resumed: 

On the date set for the general insurrec- 
tion various groups, composed of the peasant 
class, rose in arms in the mountainous region 
of western Chihuahua, taking advantage of 
favorable local conditions enabling them to 
defend theselves. These circumstances, to- 
‘gether with the efficacious codperation which 
the rebels have received in men and warlike 
supplies, both from foreign sources and from 
a group of Mexicans who for years past have 
conspired not only against the present gov- 
ernment but also against all social order, 
afford a ready explanation why it is that 
the revolt has gradually extended over al- 
most the entire state of Chihuahua and to 
sundry points in the stites of Sonora and 
Durango, notwithstanding the efforts of the 
federal government and the governments of 
the several states in question to check It.“

education. He said he wanted to take a 
course in the business college. This matter 
was a subject of dispute for some time, but 
two weeks ago it was decided to let young 
Sherron have his own wey.

ELECTRIFY ROADS 


Commission of Association of 
Commerce Formally Be- 
gins Its Work. 


COMBINE TO GAIN SPEED. 


‘Necessity and Commercial and 
Practical Feasibility to 
Be Probec. 


The work of the commission appointed by 
the Chicago Association of Commerce to in- 
vestigate the problem of electrifying Chicago 
railroad terminals formally was inaugurated 
at a meeting at the Union League club yes- 
terday afternoon. Officers were elected and 
the scope of the investigation was defined to 
include the necessity for electrification, the 
mechanical practicability of the change, and 
Hs commercial teasibility. 

Former Judge Jesse Holdom was ed as 
permanent cheirman of the body on rec- 
ommendation of a subcommittee consisting 
of John W. Scott, T. E. Donnelley, and W. A. 
Gardner. T. E. Donnelley, one of the four 
members of the commission selected by 
Mayor Busse, wes chosen permanemt vice 
chairman,-and Frederick W. Rawson, preed- 
dent of the Union Trust company, was ap- 
pointed permanent secretary. 


Outlines Plans 

The scope of the work to be undertaken was 
stated In a report of a committee composed of 
Ald. Milton J. Foreman, Harrison B. Riley. 
and W. A, Gardner, which was adopted as 
follows: 

“ Your committee, to whom was referred 
for consideration and report the Boope of the 
investigation necessary to be made in connec- 


tion with the proposal for the electrification 


cot railroad terminals, is of the opinion and so 
reports that the investigation necessary 
| Driefiy may be stated to include: 


“ First, the necessity for the 
change, 

Second. the mechanical practicability of 
guch change, and 

Third, the commercial feasibility thereof. 

“These heads naturally subdivide into many 
specific subject matters which, in the opinion 
of your committee, will and should be devel- 
oped by the expert In oharge.” 


Win in Effort to Hasten Results, 
After considera bie discussion it was decided 
that the three phases of the investigation 
should be taken up emultaneously, and that 
the progress of the work should be permitted 
to dictate the relationship of each to the 
others.

G. Hetzler were chosen as a finance com- 
mittee, including two railroad men, as the 
roade are to defrey all expenses of the in- 
vestigation.

CITY OFFICIALS WILL WATCH 
SINKING OF STEEL TUNNEL. 


Giant Tube Will Be Placed in Posi- 
tion at the Bottom of the Chicago 
River This Morning. 


Arrangements to place the steel tunnel 
under the river at La Salle street were com- 
pleted yesterday, and the sinking of the steel 
tube will take place this morning at 10 
o’ clock. 0 

Mayor Busse, Commissioner of Public 
Works Mullaney, several aldermen, and a 
number of engineers will observe the engi- 
neering feat from a tug, which will be moored 
in the river nearby. 

The tunnel, which is entirely of steel, 
weighs approximately 5,000 tons and was put 
together at Goose Island” while a trench 
in which to place it waa being dug out under 
the river. 

The steel tube is 278 feet in length, 42 feet 
wide, and 27 feet high. At each end is con- 
structed a crib 30 feet high, making the ends 
altogether 57 feet high. These ends will be 
the means of pumping the water out of the 
tunnel after it is sunk.

CANCER CONFERENCE FAILURE, 
BRITISH DELEGATE THINKS. 


Believes Ignorance About Disease 
Would Handl p Any International 
Crusade Against the Malady. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE } 

LONDON, April 1—A parliamentary pa- 
per has been issued containing the report of 
Dr. Bashford, who represented the British 
government at the second international con- 
ference on cancer research at Paris in Octo- 
ber. Dr. Bashford apparently sees not much 
advance if any in the knowledge of the dis- 
ease, but says that, reviewed as a whole, the 
conference must have been of some value. 
This seems to consist chiefly in the improved 
working arrangements and the selection of 
subjects of discussion and action. 

He admits that “knowledge of cancer is still 
so Vague or ambiguous that it has prevented 
unanimity of or even a basis for discussion 
from being obtained on many points in par- 
ticular. The delegates were divided upon 
such fundamental matters as the etiology of 
cancer and on what ig and what isn't the 
legitimate application of statistical methods 
to the investigation of the frequency of can- 
cer. While some delegates of high standing 
advocated those of a parasitic or infectious 
nature, others of equal authority opposed.” 

He concludes that as long as so much diver- 
gence of opinſopn is due to the tontinued 
ignorance which prevatis it tx obyious!r hope- 
less to attempt to device rational measures

Sir Edward Grey’s Victory.

It struck me that he was halting and even 
nervous. He is not a man who strikes you 
as ever likely to be nervous. The clearly 
chiseled features, the remote expression, the 
cold, Umpid voice, the absence of almost 


every gesture, the calm and cold blue eres 


all suggest a man who is free from the ore 
dinary emotions of even strong men in di- 
cult situations. But I was right; he was 
nervous. 

There were several indications that re- 
vealed this unexpected phenomenon. He 
was sparing of gesture, as I have said, but 
Ris hands remained scarcely ever still. 
Either he was clutching tightly the lapel of 
his coat, or be was indulging In one of the 
eurlous mannerisms that belong to almost 
every speaker. 

Movement Shows the Strain.

epeaker’s language. 

No Heights of: Oratory. 

His diction is simple, unadorned, straight- 
forward; but, as I have said, it flows m an 
equal, easy stream. But on that night when 
he made perhaps the most mojnentous speech 
of bis life—up to this moment at all events— 
he several times repeated the same words. 
This in the end became so frequent in the 
course of the speech as to be universally 
noted; people could not help asking what had 


‘happened do this usually so composed a 


speaker that he fell into à fault so primor- 
dial to unpracticecd speakers. 

These were some of the reasons why I 
begah to think that the speech was not up 
to the level of the situation or the speaker 
hardly in his ordinary, not to say‘his best, 
mood. :

were adars ssed. And one began to see their 
effect soon. 

Rising in an audience that was frankly hos- 
tile to-the Tory benches, that was frigid and 
almost hostile on even the Liberal benches, 
Sir Edward Grey had as difficult a task as a 
parliamentary leader ever had to face. And 
for a considerabie time it looked as if the 
unfavorable environment was infivencing 
and threatened even to overwhelm: the 
epeaker. 

But all this was but the preparation of 
the remarkable result which was to come.

Italy Second Among Nations 
of the World for Kill- 
ing People. 


GUN TOTING THE CAUSE. 


One Reason Why England Has 
Few Murders Is Law 
Against Weapons.

Murder is a crime in which the United 
States leads the civilized world. The ma- 
jority of the homicides are the result of 
shooting, and this is likewise the case in 
Italy, which comes second in the list. Here, 
as there, laws exist prohibiting the carrying 
of frearms. But as it is only after the perpe- 
tration of some offense that a man is searched 
for concealed weapons, the statutes bearing 
upon the matter are more honored in the 
breach than in the observance. 

Great Britain has, however, attacked the 
evil at its root. Not only is the carrying of 
weapons by civilians strictly forbidden but 
by the pistols act of 1908 the sale of a revolver 
or of any other firearm with a barrel less than 
fourten inches in lengtn is forbidden, save to 
people provided with a special police permit. 
These are delivered to applicants on pay- 
ment of a fee of $3, after their having fur- 
nished the police with thelr name and ad- 
dress, together with recommendations from 
two respectable citizens, who are household- 
ers, and a declaration as to whether the re- 
volver or pistol is to be kept at home or to be 
carried away on a journey. 

Violation of these legal requirements, either 
by the vendor or by the purchaser of a re- 
volver,"is punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment. The law makes no difference between 
the sale and the loaning or renting out of a 
pistol. Moreover, people under the age of 
18 are absolutely forbidden, under any elr- 
custances, to purchase, rent, or carry a 
revolver, and the sale to them of such weap- 
ons is forbidden with equal severity, while 
any person guilty of having sold a firearm to 
a notorious drunkard or a person of un- 
balanced mind is liable to a term of imprison- 
gnent with hard labor, in addition to a heavy 
fine. 


— 

The result of this law of 1903 has been to re- 
duce shooting outrages to a minimum in the 
United Kingdom, where the 300 and odd in- 
dictments for murder in England and Wales, 
the sixty in Scotiand, and the 129 in Ireland, 
where tempers are proverbially hot and 
scrapping popular, compare today favorably 
with the more than 3,000 indictments for 
murder a year in Italy and with the figures 
in the United States, where homicides have 
reached as high as over 10,000 in a single 
year. 

When murderous outrages are committed 
in Great Britain and Ireland it is in almost 
every case by some other means than by 
shooting, and to such an extent is this the 
case that neither the police in London and 
the other big cities of the United Kingdom, 
nor yet the provincial constabulary, find it 
necessafy to carry firearms. Not being con- 
fronted by revolvers, they can usually man- 
age to deal with criminals without firearms 
themselves. It is only when not merely the 
carrying of revolvers ,but even the sale and 
ownership of them is forbidden, and the laws 
enforced, that such wholesale shooting out- 
rages will be prevented, as are now s0 com- 
mon in and around New York.

In this connection perhaps the personal ex- 
periences of an old traveler may be of some 
interest as throwing light upon the folly of 
carrying arms. I have been all over Europe 
and: the orient, as well as North America, 
went twice around the globe before 1877, and 
have never yet had occasion to use a revolver 
for purposes of self-defense or even menace. 
Thirty years ago there was no transsiberian 
railroad to convey the tourist Teisurely and-in 
complete security from Moscow to the Pacific 
coast, and when I first landed in San Fran- 
cisco the transcontinental railroad to New 
York had but recently been completed. In 
one word, the conditions of travel were wild- 
er, rougher, and less civilized than they are 
nowadays. 

Although it is possible that my life may 
sometimes have been in danger in the inte- 
rior of China in the seventies, around Saigon, 
which was far from belng the handsome city 
which it is today, as the metropolis of Cochin 
China; and in Egypt at the time of Khedive 
Ismall's deposition, yet I have never been 
called upon to use a revolver. My experi- 
ence is that of many another globe trotter 
and resident in exotic countries. My friend, 
Verney Lovett Cameron, even crossed the 
entire breadth of Africa unarmed.

Indeed, there are times when I have con- 
gratulated myself on not being armed. Thus, 
once when riding through the streets of 
Tokio in 1870, at a time when the Samurais, 
especially those who came up from the prov- 
inces to visit the city, still went about armed 
with their two swords, one of them, crazed 
with sake, caught sight of me. Sake is a 
species of rice wine which brings about an in- 
toxication which, though brief, is character- 
ized by extraordinary and sometimes almost 
maniacal! violence. 

Evidently the drunk of this particular Sa- 
murai was of the latter order. For, drawing 
the longer of his two swords, and slashing 
about wildly, be made for me with impreca- 
tions. There was a suave qui peut among the 
people in the street, which was in the out- 
skirts of the city, and no policeman in sight. 
Prudence in such an instance as this was 
preferable to valor, and, swinging my horse 
around, I put my spurs to him and was soon 
beyond the reach of my friend with the 
Sword. 

Had I been armed I might have been led 
by the peril of the moment to shoot, and had 
I killed the man I should have been obliged to 
leave the country, even though acquitted of 
any judicial responsibility for his death, since 
I should have been acting in self-defense. 
For bis nearest relatives and heirs would 
have considered it incumbent upon them- 
selves to avenge him, and existence in Dai 
Nippon would have become so fraught with 
dail yand hourly danger as to be intolerable. 
For although today the civilization of Japan 
ie on a par with that of western nations, and 
im some particulars even superior thereto, 
yet among oriental races. as with those of 
the Latin order, the sentiment of vengeance 
for an injury or for an indigity is not merely 
a matter of burning desire but even of fam.

_ During my various sojourns in Da! Nippon 
I have known several young foreigners—

Phaeton which the minister was driving. 
While the Japanese, save in the solitary tn- 
stance of my drunken Samurai friend above 
mentioned, were uniformly urbane, the court- 
eey of the high officials and of the nobles 
being of the most exquisite character, in 
China the people in those days were quite 
the reverse of friendly to the foreigner. But 
none of the men whom I knew out there in 
those days ever used to go armed; and while, 
of course, there have been attacks on foreign- 
ers, yet my experience and that of my friends 
was that, provided the natives received no 
provocation, they would do us no harm. 
Trips of several miles on board a native sam- 
pan off Hongkong on a dark night, with none 
but Chinese boatmen, were perhaps a little 
risky in those days, when the neighboring 
mainiand wag still the lair of pirates and 
criminals of every description—the scum of 
China, in fact. Yet even there I never found 
the use of a revolver necessary or carried ome.

Egypt, in 1878 and 1879, when the native 
officers and troops were mutinying, and when 


| Khedive Ismail was resorting to every device 


to retain possession of his throne, when Eu- 
ropean Officials found it prudent to refrain 
from accepting the customary cup of coffee 
that forms part of the welcome to every vis- 
itor to native dwellings, and even to the 
khedivial palace itself, was not as safe as it 
is today for Englishmen or other Ru- 
ropeans. : 

Yet no one dreamed of going about armed, 
and even at Tantah, where the annual fair 
used to result in outbursts of wild Moslem 
fanaticism against the wnbeliever, and at 
Port Said, which was then the greatest sink 
of iniquity of the universe, especially in the 
outskirts of the town, where many a traveler 
in search of adventure, and perhaps more or 
less befuddled with strange drinks and drugs, 
to which he was unaccustomed, disappeared 
and was never heard of again, no one ever 
went “ heeled.’’

In Spain I have carried British government 
dispatches in trains on which the presence o:, 
guarda civil, that is to say, members of the 
magnificent sendarmérie of the kingdom, 
served to remind one that the passengers 
were frequently held up by bandits, many 
of them remnants of the army of Don Carlos, 
whose insurrection was still fresh in the 
memory of all. 1 have carried dispatches to 
almost every capital in Europe, yet have 
never had any trouble, save once—namely: 
at Amjens, in France, where a leather dis- 
patch Box containing money end unimportant 
papers, was dexterously removed from he 
reserved compartment in which I wastravel- 
ing by some one entering it from the off side 
while my servant stood on the platform at the 
door keeping guard. As, however, I had kept 
the bag of government dispatches with me 
while at the restaurant, the thief did not 
secure what he was undoubtedly after. 

In most European capitals I have had occa- 
sion to do some slumming with the police, 
and in London I attended on one such occa- 
sion Emperor Frederick of Germany, while 
still crown prince and on another occasion 
an Austrian archduke. In every instance the 
detectives assigned by the home secretary 
and chief .commissioner of police, as out- 
guide and escort, Insisted that no member of 
the party, not even the princes, should be 
armed, fearing an ill timed*thot in a moment 
of excitement. On the occasiom of the visit 
of Emperor Frederick a fierce fight broke 
out among the habitués of one of the dives 
which we were visiting, and I still recall how 
the detectives pushed us all pell mell into a 
corner of the room, jammed three of the 
nearest tables in front of us, and then lined 
up in front of the tables. 

Only in Paris did the police insist om our 
being armed on slumming expeditions of this 
kind. I made the rounds there with more 
than one royal personage. But when the 
present King of Denmark (then crown prince) 
asked me to- arrange a Sightseeing party of 
that kind, rendered curious by my descrip- 
tion to him of what I had seen, the prefect of 
police reported the matter to the French gov- 
ernment, whid@ oh his advice declined to aé- 
cept the responsibility for the prince’s safety, 
and the trip did not take place. 


PARIS BARS WORLD’S FAIR: - 
LABOR’S ATTITUDE CAUSE. 


French Capital Decides Against Holding 
Expositien, as Contractors Do Not 
Know When Employes Will Strike.

PARIS, April 1.—Paris is not to have an 
international exhibition in 1920; so ruled the 
municipal council this week. The Paris 
chamber of commerce, which was officially 
asked for an opinion on the subject, re 
jected the proposal to hold another world’s 
fair inthe capital. The action of the cham- 
ber of commerce and the municipal council 
amounts to nothing less than a tribute to 
the growing power of the labor organiza- 
tions. The president of the chamber of com- 
merce says that since the last exhibition 
the conditions governing the execution of 
great public works have undergone changes 
which must be taken into consideratfon in 
estimating whether another exposition be 
practicable. 

“It is the common experience of Paris,“ 
he says, to see laborers in general, and 
navvies in particular, suddenly stop work, 
with the result that contractors can neither 
tell how much a job will cost nor how long 
they may be kept waiting before it is fin- 


ished. 
“This state of uncertainty e so pro- 


nounced that employers of labor, whose co- 
operation would be indispensable, are tnani- 
mous in stating that they could not under- 
take to have any buildings ready at any 
given date.“

RICH GREEKS GO THERE. 


Cost of Living High and Stores 
Have No Fixed Prices 
for Anything.

ATHENS, Feb. 10—Take a look at the 
Athens of today. The town lies here under 
the rocky Acropolis, filled with and sur- 
rounded by ruifis. Nevertheless it is the 
brightest, gayest, and busiest city of the 
near east. 

It has some of the most elegant homes of 
the world; its marble buildings vie with those 
of the best cities of Europe, and its stores are 
ful) of fine goods. The town grows as fast 
as blackberry bushes on top of the Blue 
ridge. About fifty years ago it had something 
like 10,000 people, who dwelt in 300 miser- 
able houses. Today it has almost 200,000 and 
among them are Greek millionaires who have 
made fortunes in Rlexandria, Cairo, Constan- 
tinople, and other centers about the Mediter- 
ranean sea4 

It is the aim of the Greek to come to Athens 
to die and the rich bring their savings and 
live here in luxury. They spend so much 
that the finest of everything may be bought 
in the stores, and the cost of living is about 
as high as anywhere else in the world. 

View from the Acropolis. 

I climbed the Acropolis yesterday and took 
a view of the city. The Acropolis is a hill of 
rose colored limestone which rises toa height 
of two or three hundred feet out of the plain 
upon which Athens stands. 

It is right on the edge of the town and from 
the Parthenon, on its top, vou can see the 
Whole city. Your first glance shows a flat 
plain of grayish white buildings, the chief of 
which is the palace, a three story structure of 
marble, surrounded by trees. 

Farther over are the parliament building 
and museums and and scattered 
about the outskirts are the massive ruins of 
ancient temples, such as that of Jupiter 
Olympus and Theseus, and also the new 
stadium, which was erected by an Alexan- 
crian-Greek millionaire named Averof. It is 
now being repaired and repolished, and I am 
told that its cost altogether has been about 
$800, 000, 

As I look closer at the buildings below me 
I can pick out the détails. The city is cut up 
by streets which cross each other at right 
angles, except at the center. The heart of the 
town is right at Constitution square in front 
of the palace. There the car lines converge 
and from there go the chief business streets. 
To the left of r  -negonsaen are many beautiful 
homes, and toAhe north of it are the chief 
public buildings, including the university, the 
library, the National museum and the Acad- 
emy of Sciences. 


Buildings of Uniform Height. 

The main part of the town is made up of 
buildings of much the same height. They are 
painted yellow, rose pink, sky blue, and oth- 
er gay colors, and their roofs are of gray or 
red tiles. There are no skyscrapers and no 
great church spires as in the other cities 
of Europe. Here and there the blue dome 
of a Russian church may be seen, and occa- 
sionally rising out of a garden a clump of 
tall cypress trees of dark green. But little 
manufacturing is done and I can count the 
smoke stacks on my fingers. 

But let us get down and take a ride 
through the streets. We can go several miles 
on the tramway for a fare of 2 cents. We 
pass over the ground where Diogenes went 
with his lantern hunting an honest man and 
through the streets which Alcibiades trav- 
ersed in his seven-horse chariot. We can take 
the steam tram and go down to the seaport 
of Plrœus, or we can ride out to the slopes of 
Lykabettos or to the Areopagus, the high 
rocky cliff upon which St. Paul stood when 
he preached his sermon tothe Athenians. 


Shopping from 5 to 7. 

The main part of the city iscompactly built 
and the business buildings are four and five 
stories. The shops have plate glass windows, 
and the best of them are devoted todry goods. 
fancy millinery, jewelry, and other such 
things. The shopping hour is from 5 to 7 
every evening, at which time the streets are 
thronged with fashionable women. 

I have spent some time in the stores talking 
with the merchants and looking at their es- 
tablishments. The Greeks understand how 
to do business. They are smart traders, their 
character being well expressed by a saying 
which is current throughout the orient. It 
reads: From the Greeks of Athens. from 
the Jews of Saloniki, and from the Arme- 
nians everywhere good Lord deliver us!“ 

It is said in the near east that one Greek 
is equal to two Jews, and, although the Jews 
are scattered throughout other parts of the 
Mediterranean, you will find none in Athens. 
The storekeepers have no fixed prices:and 
you bargain for everything. You must dicker 
with your doctor, butcher. and baker, and 
even with your druggist. There are no price 
marks in the average store, or, if 60, the 
bargaining is done all the same. 

A great many of the people live in flats and 
dine at the cafés and restaurants. Rents are 
high and houses are taxed 5 per cent on the 
rental. If one lives in his own house he has 
to pay percentage on the rent it would prob- 
ably bring. 

King Only a Figurehead. 

But let me tell you something of the govern- 
ment of this little country. The Greeks have 
a king, but he is merely a figurehead and a 
foreigner. They do not allow him to have 
anything to say about politics, and King 
George understands this and keeps out. 

It was different with Otto of Bavaria, who 
was king before George. Otto meddled with 
public questions and this caused his expuly 
sion. The Greeks tell me that they believe in 
perfect equality among themselves, and they 
could not have this if they had a Greek king. 
Therefore they have chosen a Dane for the 


schools, 


' throne. 


The chief business of Greece is done tn the 
parliament. This is different from our con- 
gress in that there is only one house, known 
as the boule. This bas members, one 
being elected for every 12, inhabitants. 
The kingdom is divided into seventy-one dis- 
tricts and the congressmen are elected by 
districts. The elections usually are held upon 
Sundays, the ballot boxes being kept in the 


churches. | 3

Finds Men Most Emotional. 

A London nerve specialist in discussing the 
statement made recently by Lord Selborne 
that men as a whole are quite as emotional 
ag women has expressed an emphatic epin- 
fon that men re emotional 
than women. of training 
and herd fighting, en acquired 
the power of suppressing their emotions and 
resisting the desire to burst into tears. 

The author of this theory even suggested 
that man’s real place was the home, and that 
women, who can face a crisis better than men 
because they are less emotional and possess 
more native presence of mind, should be the 
bread winners. . 

The old established opinion that women 
are more emotional than men is really a 
fallacy,” he said. ‘‘ Men are more inclined to 
shriek and become hysterical during exciting 
trying times than the gentler sex. 


Where the Women Shine. 

“Women have the reputation of losing 
their heads’ in emotional crises, but this is 
quite a mistaken idea. In sudden emergen- 
cies, sudden illnesses, and real danger women 
always shine. 

Men have not that natural and instinctive 
presence of mind which women possess. If 
the truth were told the majority of men would 
confess that their emotions are more sus- 
ceptible, more easily moved, than those of 
their wives. 

„Man's coolness and apparent noncha- 
lance on exciting occasions is only surface 
deep. Inwardly he is trembling with nerv- 
ousness and emotional fear. I venture to say 
that the majority of women on similar oc- 
casions would be perfectly self-possessed 
and mentally calm and alert. 

In my experience women are harder 
hearted than men. Woman does not feel so 
deeply as a man; she is not so susceptible to 
the influence of other persons.“

Holds Original Man Was Black. 

What makes the Caucasian white, the negro 
black, and the Indian red? One explanation 
is that the black races are made s as result 
of continuous exposure to sunlight, but this 
theory does not seem to hold good through- 
out 
A German professor, Dr. A. Bergfeld, has 
just written a book in which he attempts to 
prove that it is all a matter of feeding. He 
points out that in the anima! and insect world 
color is often determined by food, and he 
argues that by chemical process the same 
results are shown in the different human 
races. 

He thinks the original man was black. as 
his principal diet must have been vegeterian. 
Frult and vegetables contain manganates 
which ally themselves with fron, making a 
dark brown combination. Dr. Bergfeld says 
that negroes who add meat and milk to their 
vegetable fare are never a8 dark as those 
who eat only vegetables. 

Why the Indians Are Red. 
lidians are red because they have absorbed 
for genérations hemoglobin, the red sub- 
stance in the blocd of animals killed for food. 

Mongols are yellow because they descend 
from dark fruit eating races who penetrated 
into the plains of Asia, became shepherds, 
and lived to a great extent on milk, which 
contains chlorine and has a bleaching effect. 

The Caucasians were another branch who 
became still whiter through adding salt to 
their dietary. Common salt is a strong ohlo- 
ride and is a powerful agent in bleaching the 
skin. The effect, he declares, can be seen 
on negro children who have been brought up 
on a white dietary. They are never as black 
as their kindred who have not abandoned

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PERITONITIS CURE IS FOUND 


De Doyen Claims He Has Stopped 
Many Cases. 


DISCOVERS NEW SOLUTION. 


Will Also insure Immunity Against 
Infectious Diseases. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE") 

LONDON, April 1—Dr. Doyen claims to 
have discovered a new remedy for peritonitis 
and in a lecture at a meeting of the Academy 
of Medicine explained the beneficial effects 
of his new method. at the same time iilus- 
trating many cases treated and cured by him 
during the last four months. 

According to Dr. Doyen’s statement, the n- 
jection of a few cubic centimeters of his new 
solution twenty-four hours before perform- 
ing laparotomy is enough to prevent any dan- 
ger of subsequent peritonitis. An introven- 
ous injection can be made in case of immedi- 
ate danger. 

Another advantage claimed by the doctor 
for his preparation end perhaps the most in- 
teresting is that the solution, when mixed 
With igotonic salt water, becomes a sort of 
ertificial serum which hes the double quality 
of aseuring immunity egainst practically all 
infectious diseases and at the same time pro- 
viding hypodermically complete nutrition for 
the whole system. 

In the course of his experiments Dr. Doyen 
gaid he had achieved immediate and complete 
results where infection had not advanced far, 
end had found it the best remedy in all cases 
of advanced infection and even in some re- 
puted to be chronic, such as rheumetism and 
gout.

Swedish Augustana Lutheran Synod

Galesburg, III., Apri) 1—{Special.}GAe- 
cording to resolutions passed at today’s ses- 
sion of the Ulinois conference of the Swedish 
Augustana Lutheran synod, dancing is likely 
to become an issue in the school elections in 
iljpois, Wisconsin, indiana, and Michigan, 
these states being in the conference. 

Inis recommendation was contained in the 
final report of the committee to whom the 
resolution against dancing and theatricals in 
schoolg was referred on Friday.

BEAR LEADERS 
- POUND FUTURES 


* 


New Low Marks for Crop Are 
Made in Wheat and Oats; 
Selling Is General. 


CROP NEWS CONFLICTING. 


Sentiment Is Bearish in All Pits, 
While Outside Buying Sup- 
port Is Poor. 


—— — 


Liquidation was again the big feature in 
wheat and local bears were aggressive in 
helping the longs sell out their wheat. Open- 
ing prices Were a little higher, but there was 
a deluge of wheat on the advance, and from 
the first hour until the close there was steady 
selling pressure of both long and short wheat. 
Final prices were %c to %@%c lower, the 
closing range being the lowest on the crop. 
The news was mostly of a bearish kind and 
the few bad reports from the southwest, 
coming from the same territory that has 
been under fire all through the spring, did not 
have much effect on the trade. Rains were 
predicted for southwest which would be fa- 
vorable, and this was a factor in increasing 
the selling pressure. 

Although prices have had a tremendous de- 
cline there does not appear to be any increase 
in the volume of outside buying or any mate- 
gial shifting in local sentiment. The most 
local traders appear to hope for are mod- 
erate railies on which they put out more 
short wheat. The main factor in the situa- 
tion is the deplorabie siate of the cash trade 
Receipts are smal! enough to ordinarily cause 
considerable apprehension on the part of the 
bears, but with stocks liberal and practically 
no milling demand the small movement is 
being disregarded. 


New Crop Outlook Fine. 

Bears moreover are looking ahead toa big 
crop of winter wheat, and northwest condi- 
tions have changed for the better since the 
liberal recent precipitation. Liverpool ca- 
bles were ld higher. World's shipments 
are expected to be considerably smaller than 
@ year ago, but the heavy shipments from 
this side were a depressing factor abroad. 
Gelling of wheat was led by Ware-Leland, 
Barrell, Armour, Rankin, Maynard, Bartlett- 
Frazier, 
Logan-Bryan. On the break there was fair 
buying of the May by Lake, Logan-Bryan, 
Peavey, and Wagner. Bailey bought the 
July. : 

Receipts here were 19 cars, with 31 esti- 
mated for Monday. Receipts in the west for 
the week were 2,177,000 bu, against 3,668,000 
bu a year ago. Clearances for the day were 
197,000 bu. -Minneapolis wheat stocks de- 
creased 10,000 bu for one day. Northwestern 
arrivals were 166, against 334 cars last year 
and Winnipeg had 239 cars, against 208 cars. 
Cash prices were about steady relatively and 
there were nosaleshere. Southwestern cash 
markets were heavy also. 


Corn Shows Weak Tone. 

Corn prices were Gesc lower at the close, 
the weakness In wheat and poor spot demand 
being the main factors. Kidston and Bartlett- 
Frazier led the selling,.and Wagner was a 
moderate buyer Trade was not particularly 
large, and loca! tradérs generally were on 
the selling side. Cash sales were 50, 000 at ke 
lower prices. Receipts here were small at 183 
cars, with only 108 cars expected Monday. 


Primary receipts for the week were 3,524,000 


bu, against 2,662,000 bu a year ago. Clear- 
ances were again heavy at 404,000 bu. Coun- 
try offerings were moderate, but larger re- 
ceipts are expected by the middle of this 
week. Liverpool was 6d off. 


Oats at Low Level.

TwoOdditiesin New Theater. 


By Franklin Fyles. 

New York.—[Special Correspondence.]—The bigness of the New theater has 
madé it a fiasco—as an auditorium in which to lose dramatic art in space. The 
blays that you saw the company perform in. a Chicago house of medium sian were 
much more effective there than they had been at home, The large plan and wide 
scope of the New theater as an endowed dramatic institution have triumphed. 80 
the founders—what'’s the risk of a quarter, half, or all of a million to them ?—have 
put their hands into their pockets to build a smaller yet costlier home on a private 
street to be cut through Astor land around a corner from Long Acre. 

Lest the public should forget. as there will be a hiatus of @ year, and to do 
something to remember particularly educational, a mystery play and 3 morality 
play have been afternoon oddities. Ages after Greek tragedy had died in effete 
decadence and Roman drama had been killed by arena brutalities and sensuous 
pantomime, the monks of England began to give semblances of dramatic action ip 
ebservances of holy days. From that came miracle plays based on superhuman 
episodes; then mystery plays based on biblical narratives, and next morality plays 
or allegories, teaching the religion of good conduct. The morality play gave the 
first gleams of dawn in English drama. The New theater chose “ Nice Wantoa ” 
with ‘which to give a first and graphic lesson in theatrical history. 

In the Ben Greet reproduction of a morality play several years ago there was 
no imitation of the crudity of the original performance. The best among such com. 
positions known, “ Everyman,” was acted with the most suitable of modern eloct 
tion. No scenery was used and the stagecraft of the present was absent; but the 
fact that the first actors were tyros from guilds of mechanics was not heeded 
and professional elocutionists were employed, Director Ames decided -to have clever 
artists in the New theater company give reasonable mimicry of the uneducated 


amateurs of half a thousand years ago.

The music of pipes draws 
a rustic audience of men, women, and children, who are told by a glib barker what 
morality the play will teach and how finely it will be performed by the men whom 
he ranges in a row at the edge of the platform. In an interval he passed, his hat 
for coins. The brother, sister, and mother were personated as if with moderate 
aptness, while minor characters were played as by duffers. The characters are 
treated in the likely manner of the original amateurs, ranging from some facility to 
comic inability. The performance ie skilled to a nicety in what, no one need doubt, 
js a repetitior of a mystery play as given in the first rough show of drama in 
England. 

Startling to any unprepared witness was “ Noah's Flood,” the mystery play 
given educationally. On the same village green as before stood a car, like a strolling 
players’ van. Men, women. and children gathered for the show. On the top of the 
ran was a cupola, not unlike a shrine, and when a curtain was drawn aside a per 
sonation of God stood there. He wore a tinsel crown, his face wae covered with 
luminous paint, and his hands also, his long white beard glittered with spangles, 
and so did his flowing robe. I don’t mean to be irreverent, but explicitly descriptive, 
when I say that the figure looked like a Santa Claus at a Christmas tree festivel. 
That was in respectful adherence to the surest information obtained by the cate 


fullest research.

This will give some kind 
of idea of the way in which the small regu- 
lar army is scattered over the face of the 
country. There is no military occasion for 
this diffusion, while both economy and mil- 
itary efficiency argue against it. 

The brigade post is preferable to the 
regimentz! post. The cost of administra- 
tion is less. Troops can be equipped more 
speedily and transported more promptly in 
case of emergency. If we had divisional 
posts there would be still greater gain in 
efficiency and economy. It would be possi- 
ble, also, without moving the troops hun- 
dreds of miles from the post, to conduct 
frequent maneuvers such as those now to be 
carried on in Texas. There could be that 
practical training on an extensive scale 
which the army would need if war were to 

come. 


THE BETTER MAN. 
During the mayoral campaign, which 
closes tomorrow, the issues have been thor- 
oughly thrashed out before the people.

THE FIREMEN’S WIDOWS AND 
ORPHANS. 


Is the plan which has been adopted for 


the disposition of the money given for the 
widows and orphans of the firemen killed in 
the stockyards fire the best possible one? 
The fund amounts to $202,000 Of that 
$62,000 is to be set aside for the care of the 
thirty-one children. Each of these will get 
annually the interest on $2,000, which will 
be about $100. On reaching the age of 25 
each one will get his or her $2,000. The 
sum of $140,000 is to be set apart for the 
widows, and the interest—say $7,000—will 
be divided among them yearly in proportion 
to the wages their husbands got. Not one 
of them ever will receive che principal, and 
when she dies her share will go to her chil- 
dren or other heirs. 

So, while the trust fund of $202,000 would 
be lessened gradually as children reached 
25 and as widows died, it might be fifty 
years before the last widow died and the 
trust came to an end. 

The ideal course would be not to adopt a 
cast iron rule, but to decide what would be 
best for each beneficiary. No doubtin some 
cases it would be unwise to hand over the 
principal to a widow. ‘She might fool it 
away or be cheated out of it. There are 
others who would use it providently in buy- 
ing a home or starting a small business. It 
might be a great advantage to some of the 
children to get $2,000 on reaching the age of 
25. In other cases the sum might have been 
used to more purpose in gtving them a supe- 
rior education. 

But under the ideal plan there would be 
complaints of favoritism. All would want 
their money at once. So would not it be 
expedient to adopta plan which should pro- 
vide for a more rapid disbursement of the 
money and the earlier closing out of the 
trust? Instead of allowing $100 a year for 
each child, why not double the sum? That 
would not be excessive. They might profit 
more from money in hand than money in the 
future. They could be given better care 
and schooling—taught how to earn money. 
Why should not the yearly allowances to the 
widows be increased, so that they might 
enjoy in ampler measure the popular recog- 
nition of their husbands’ services? If they 
were given more money now, their children, 
where they have them, would share in it 


‘Instead of waiting for their mothers to die. 


Strong arguments could be urged im favor 
of larger annual payments, which should 
exceed the income of the fund and thus 


i terminate it sooner than would the plan 


adopted by the trustees. There could also 
with propriety, it seems, be an earlier divi- 
sion of that part of the fund set apart for 
the beneficiaries than is contem- 
pl That would please most of them 
better, and their feelings ought to be taken 
into account. V

FOR A GOOD COUNCIL. 

A good council is as necessary to good 
government in Chicago as a good mayor. 

The council, half of which is to be elected 
‘Tuesday, will have to legislate on some of 
the most important questions ever laid be- 
fore this branch of the city government 
since Chicago became a city in 1837. 

This is not an exaggeration. 

The new council must be a wisely con- 
structive council. Ohicago is at the 
threshold of a great constructive period. 
If Merriam is elected there will be a strong 
forward movement. The council has a 
vital part to play ih this movement. It must 
not merely mark time. a 

One of the chief duties of the next council 
is to redistrict the city into wards. 

Owing to the shift of population five 
citizens in some of the wards have only the 
same representation in the council as one 
citizen living in another ward. The people 
have moved out of the older sections and 
the outside wards must be split up, the in- 
side wards combined so that representation 
shall be equalized. 

Government by and in the Interest of 
the law abiding, home dwelling inhabitants 
as against the drifting, irresponsibles is ene 
of the things at stake in this change. 

Another vital problem before the new 
council will be the decision of the subway 
policy and plans, both as to mode of finan- 
cing and as to the character and extent of 
the improvement. 

No more important question or group of 
questions ever has been put up to our 
council. 

WLess difficult yet of the first rank among 
our civic projects is the outer harbor. This 
must be dealt with far-sightedly and in the 
public interest. 

Gas regulation touches every man’s pocket 
book. Not only a substantia! reduction, but 
the largest reduction compatible with an 
equitable return upon the actual capital 
employed in gas manufacture, is demanded 
by the people. An expert investigation is 
now being made. When its results are be- 
fore the council it is of the widest public 
nterest that the council shall be of the 
‘kind the public may rely upon to see that 
the very best adjustment is made. 

The telephone rates should be dealt with 
in the same way, and besides these special 
problems there are the perennial problems 
of legislation for a great and growing com- 
munity. It is up to the citizens to vote in 
their own interest and not at, the behest of 
a ward boss. 

The Municipal Voters’ league report is 
as reliable a guide to the choice of the right 
man for alderman as any fair voter requires. 
The league recommendations and condem- 
nations are based on careful and just in- 
vestigations and upon official records where 
an alderman is seeking reslection. ‘The 
league is composed of citizens who are not 
holding or seeking office of any kind, and 
it has been a most powerful agency for 
raising our city legislation out of the reach 
of spoilsmen and privilege seeking corpora- 
tions. It has always been on the side of the 
people, and its detractors are only those 
who wanted something and been prevented 
from getting it by the league’s public spirit, 
as, for example, the Yerkes-Lorimer organ, 
whose enmity, founded on the old fight for 
the streets, is itself proof of the value and 
importance of the league’s work. 

The choice of an alderman is not a party 
question. The council is organized on non- 
partisan lines. No real party question 
comes before it. The sole question for the 
voter to decide is which of the ward can- 
didates is the most reliable and capable, 
which will do the best work for me and 
my city in the council, which will do the 
most to help solve our civic problems wisely 
and to run our government cleanly, eco- 
nomically, and efficiently?

Lady Constance (who ls a sister of the pres- 
ent Lord Lytton and daughter of the late 
earl, who was viceroy of India. and was 
known In literature by the pen name of Owen 
Meredith) ie a noted suffraget, one of the 
leaders, indeed, of the suffraget movement. 
has suffered several terms of imprisonment 
for taking part in suffraget demonstrations 
against the authorities, and has bitterly com- 
plained that as the daughter of a peer she had 
been against ber will subjected to more con- 
siderate treatment in jail than the ordinary 
militant suffraget prisoners received. 

Lady Selborne, on the other hand, ts an 
anti-suffraget, and not content with denounc- 
ing their doctrines on every conc¢! vable occa- 
sion, published the other day in the London 
Times a letter which she declared to have 
received from Lady Constance, and which, 
begin Dear Lady Selborne and signed 
“ Very ely yours, Constayte Lytton,” 
stated that if ashe threw a stone at the prime 
minister she would render more efficacious 
service to the suffraget cause, owing to the 
public attention which the attack would re- 
ceive, than if she held a suffrage meeting in 
some London hall, with an ex-cabinet min- 
ister as chief speaker. 

The Times published this letter, bearing the 
alleged signature of Lady Constance Lytton, 
in good faith, along with Lady Selborne’s note 
to the editor, which wae as follows: * 

“Sir: I bave received the thcloged letter 
from Lady Constance Lytton. It seems to 
me that there ie a certain amount of truth 
in what she says. So I shall be muchobliged 
if you will insert it in the Times Tours 
truly, Maud Selborne.“

Lady Constance Lytton denied the author- 
ship of the letter imputed to her, and Lady 
Selborne, called to account, thereupon was 
compelled to write to the @imes, acknowl- 
edging that she herself had written the letter 
purporting to come to her from Lady Con- 
stance Lytton and had signed the latter's 
name thereto, so that Lady Constance could 
not be held responsible for the sentiments 
contained therein. She winde up her con- 
fession with the phrase, “ Trusting that in 
justice to Lady Constance you will insert this 
explanation and apology for the unceremoni- 
ous way ip which I have made use of her 
name. ’ 

A pithy editorial note of the editor of the 
Times follows this, to the effect that. Lady 
Selborne does not appear to realize that she 
Owes an apology not only to Lady Constance 
Lytton, but also to the Times and to its 
readers.“ 

It may be imagined what an effect this 

admission on the part of Lady Selborne hes 
created in England. Her conduct is de- 
nounced on every side as an illustration of 
women's lack of any proper sense of responsi- 
bility, and also of women’s unfitness to par- 
ticipate in public affairs; and people are even 
going to the length of talking about Lady 
Selborne’s “‘ admitted forgery ” of Lady: Con- 
stadnce’s name. 
Lady Constance, whose family is bound to 
that of Cecil by ties of kinsmanship, is dis- 
posed to let the matter rest, although she 
has undoubtedly a case for serious legal 
reparation against Lady Selborne.

A SERMON N FOR TODAY. 
THE HEART OF FATALISM. 


BY DR. FRANK CRANE. 


„That it might be fulfilled which wae spoken by 
the prophet.’’—Matthew. 

NE of the most striking and suggestive 

sayings of the gospel is the nalve ex- 

planation Matthew gives of this and 

that act of Jesus, that it might be 

fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet.” It is a luminous expression, mas- 
terful, dramatic. 

One sees a life moving according to pro- 
gram laid out ages ago; a perdonal career 
which rises from a petty thing of chance and 
becomes a part of unfolding destiny, a cog in 
the great wheel of time; it is fatalism, but 
oniy the sweet juice of fatalism, with the bit- 
ter rind thrown away. 

Every doctrine has some good and some 
bad in it. Any statement of truth, followed 
to an extreme exclusion of all other truths, 
becomes unreason. 

And there ig a vast deal of truth and com- 
fort in the old creed of predestination. There 
is a sense of rest comes to the mind with 4 
realization of the sovereign and all compel- 
ling will of God. Always, of course, provided 
one believes, as we might say, in moderation, 

and does not push his faith to the point of 
paralysis. + 

For, while predestination is true, it is not 
the whole truth, for no truth can be wholly 
crowded into a statement—nothing but life 
can perfectly inclose or express truth. It la 
not the word made printer’s ink; it is the 
word made flesh, which is complete, well 
rounded, and safe to follow. 

The source of dissipation in life is the feel- 
ing that one is the creature and puppet of 
chance, Hence spring our mad follies, our 
profligate wastes, our toxic pleasures and 
septic negligences. If it’s all luck, then let us 
eat, drink and be merry, for tomorrow we die. 

When one speaks of destiny, one ordinarily 
refers to only one event In life—to wit: death. 
But the end of life is not the only part that 
is scheduled. It is all according to program. 
We are born each on his appointed day, as 
much as Jesus himself came not until “the 
fullness of time.” Ama every man’s life is a 
plan of God, as Bushnell puts it. The varied 
structure of our days is made after some 
plan drawn upon the divine trestle board. 
There are blue prints and specifications in 
heaven for each soul's growth. 

A conviction like this must give one polse. 
It corrects the dangerous extremes of despair 
and overconfidence. It takes away worry. 
It removes our nervous sense of haste. He 
that believeth shall not make haste.” It 
spreads a summer calm throughout our 
thoughts. It clears the bram and steadies 
the hand. The spirit of man becomes a can- 
die of the Lord. 

In some form this sense of program is dis- 
cernible in every great man. Itis the essencs 
of heroism. Napoleon calledit hisstar. Soc- 
rates spoke of his daimon, who whispered 
him advice. Cmsar bade the frightened boat- 
men have no fear. for Cesar was on board; 
and his fortunes. 

The remarkable courage of the Japanese 
springs from their perfect acceptance of fate. 
And whatever force there is in Islam istrace- 
able to the same source. 

When we exclaim that we cannot accept 
fatalism we are guilty of our western fault, 
which is—logic. Carrying fataiism to its 
logical extreme, it is a deadening thing, and 
produces only a stoic stolidity. But why 
carry it to an extreme? 

The art we western people need to learn is to 
extract the feeling, the flavor, the life ele- 
ment, out of a dogma, and not run it down 
to its pitiless logical end. For, ag I have 
said, there is not a solitary credo, whether 
in Christianity, positivism, rationalism, or 
in any other religion or philosophy which does 
not become eventually false and salt and 
bitter, if treated with pure reason alone. 

It is only in the temperamental mixture 
and blend of all the great truths that we gain 
wisdom and peace. 

Let me feel, therefore, that this day is 
marked out for me; that the past, good and 
bad, is inevitable [even if it was not], and 18 
now dissolved into the ocean waters of the 
imfinite purpose; that the future is moving 
toward me as fixedly as the past is receding: 
that all reform and right work, all truth and 
goodness and noble action are almighty; 
their failure is only seeming; they have in 
themselves the very toughness and conquer- 
ing indestructibility of God himself; that 
every mean deed and impure thought and 
cruel gratification and unworthy seif-indul- 
gence must meet its purifying pain and 
whitening grief some time, somewhere; that 
the stars are my friends and the three fates 
are motherly souls; ,that whatever power 
made the lily and clothes it created the spar- 
row and marks its fall, has also a place and 
program for me; in fine, let me, in my Httle 
corner also, go about my father’s business, 
even as the great teacher, without fear or 
haste or heat, moving as planets move, doing 
what I may do “that it may be fulfilled 
which was spoken by the prophet“

Mr. de Koven belleves that public opinion 
in favor of ‘such a movement is slowly 
forming. “ By degrees, he says, here 3 
little, there a little, it cannot be denied that 
a feeling is growing among the public at 
large that while the giving of opera in the 
language to which the music: was originally 
composed should not be done away with as 
moontrovertibly artistic, opera in Eng- 
Usb and English opera should be given a 
recognized and joint place with the older 
method wherever opera is sung in this coun- 
try. A meeting was held last week of a 
large organization which occupies itself with 
the contemporaneous drama called the Thea- 
ter club, at which this question of opera in 
English was publicly discussed by prominent 
speakers and emphatically indorsed. Among 


those from whom a communication on the 


subject was read to the meeting was Mr. 
Henry W. Savage, who has been, perhaps, 
more prominently before the public in his 


practical connection with opera fm English 


than any other American. 

“It was, therefore, discouraging to learn 
from him that he did not consider the Amer!i- 
can public coyld be considered ripe or pre- 


pared for opera in English until public sent 
ment had expressed itself more definitely in 
favor of it by having its attention more turned 
to a consideration of the subject. What was 
even more disappointing was to hear from Mr. 
Savage that, as a manager, he would be un- 
willing to produce English opera by American 
composers until the same had received the 
stamp of foreign approval by a previous pro- 
duction abroad. re we are again up 
againet the same old eternal question and 
problem. 

Here its a great and powerful country 
which in the other arta in literature, in 
acience, and commerce leads the world, and 
yet we are willing to admit to ourselves that 
after all the music we have heard, and after 
all the money we have pald out to hear it, far 
more than any country in the werld spends 
for a similar purpose, we are unable to 
have an opinion of our own in regard to an 
operatic work, are incompetent to express it, 
and must needa, therefore, await the de- 
cision of prejudiced and uninterested foreign- 
ers before we are bold enough to accept as 
either artistic or worthy what is our own, 

“If there were no other argument for the 
encouragement of the American composer 
by the production of his works, proper na- 
tional sentiment and feeling should find one 
here. Countlese operatic works ere produced 
in the various countries of Europe each year, 


many of which fail of success because there 


national and popular sentiment and feeling 
demand that native artistic talent and en- 
deavor be given the Opportunity to be heard. 
It would seem ell important that some meth- 
od of arousing @ national feeling toward 
opera_be found, not alone for the encourage- 
ment of native operatic art, but for the con- 
tinuance of opera at all, for I belleve that 


the public are beginning to weary of the for-, 


eign influences which now confine opera giv 
ing in this country to a groove and routine 
which if persisted in will inevitably balk and 
interfere with its proper and legitimate de- 
velopment and popularity.”

8 opera company in Philadelphia last 
Saturday evening and, according to the Phil- 
adelphla papers, scored a pronounced suc- 
cess both as a stage spectacle and as an 
example of dramatic music.

Bressler-Gianoli are 
all referred to ih the highest terms by the 
criticd of the Philadelphia press, who praise

fact every one but our old and blundering 
friend, Mr. Alman, the stage manager. 

The excellence of the performance and 
the brilliance of the stage picture occasion 
no surprise. But that the music should 
have impressed as worthy would seem to 
imply that the standards of Philadelphia 
are more lenient or less certain than those 
applied to the estimate of the work by PDuro- 
pean authorities.

The novelty of the week at the Metropoli- 
tan was Paul Duka setting of Macterlinck’'s 
delightful little drama, “Ariane et Barbe 
Bleue.” The composer is not unknown to 
Chicago music lovers, his scherso, “ The 
Sorcerer's Apprentice,”’ having had frequent 
performance by the Thomas orchestra. Un- 
der the baton of Walter Damrosch his sym- 
phony came to recent hearing in New York 
and was found to be a work of much distinc- 
tion. Dukes is a critic as well as a bom- 
poser, and one of several men whose mani- 
fold activities serve to confuse the popular 
prejudice current chiefly among musicians, 
that a critic is a musician who has fhiled 
in some more attractive and profitable 
branch of the art. 

As a composer he has joined the School 
of his countrymen who are just now writ- 
ing such an important page of musical bis- 
tory. He is not e follower of Wagner or 
Strauss In fact, when the latter’s sym- 
phonic poem, Ein Heldenleben’ was per- 
formed in Paris, Dukas said of it: 

“There ig only a step from extreme vio- 
lence to puerility. Before Strauss, Berlioz 
was accused of taking it. Notwithstanding 
faults imputable in large measure to the 
kind of music Strauss hag adopted, Ein Hel- 
denleben’ is none the less a work of great 
power. It is this power, felt through so 
much obscurity and strangeness, that bas 
conquered the public. In my opinion it is mis- 
used, and Strauss has gone off in a direction 
where, notwithstanding the vigor wf his 
thought and the ardor of his enthusiasm, he is 
in great danger of getting lost himself and 
of losing some other people with ‘him But 
artis free“

HE federated churches of Chicago have 
decided to enter upon a more definite 
and aggressive policy than has pre- 
vailed in their organization before. 
Not only is this organization, which is 
composed of representatives of all the evan- 
gelical churches in the city, to be interested 
in caring for the delinquent children who 
are brought before the Juvenile court, but its 
officials have mapped out a plan by which the 
entire cli is to be studied regarding each 
communis church needs. Following this 
example e churches of all the denom- 
inations in the various sections will be or- 
ganized “Into groups which will study the 
conditions which have permitted some sec- 
tions to become over-churched and others to 
go without a'sufficient church influence. 
The first section to be organized for definite 
activity is that of the council of the Hyde 
Park churches, composed of the Hyde Park 
Baptist church, Church of the Disciples, Mo- 
Cabe Memoria! Methodist Episcopal church, 
Hyde Park Presbyterian church, Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Redeemer, St. Paul's 
Protestang. Episcopal church, Swedish Lu- 
theran crch, and University Congregational 
church. ese churches havealready entered 
upon a campaign of visitation in which every 
house and apartment in Hyde Park is to be 
visited personally by a committee selected 
from the delegated representatives from the 
various denominations entering into the 


council.

The executive committee of the Hyde Park 
council is composed of the Rev. Joseph A. 
Vance, president; Prof. Albion W. Small, and 
the Rev. John Henry Hopkins, vice presi- 
dents; the Rev. Edward S. Ames, secretary; 
William I. Henkle, treasurer, and the Rev. 
He rman fies and Marquis Baton. This com- 
mittee ha’ issued the following note: 

„This will introduce to you the representa- 
tives of the churches of Hyde Park which 
have organized themselves into a council in 
order that they may minister more effec- 
tively alorig codperative lines to the spiritual 
life of our community. .One of the greatest 
needs is a better acquaintance with the peo- 
ple who reside in our part of Chicago. We 
bespeak for our visitor your cordial help in 
securing this information.

And 
it came to pass, when the king of Israel had read 
the letter, that he rent his clothes and said, Am 
I God, to kill and to meke alive, that this man 
doth send unto me to recover a man of his lepro- 
sy? But consider, I pray you, and see how he 
seeketh a quarrel against me. 

And it was so, when Elisha, the man of God, 


heard that the king of Israel had rent his clothes, 
that he sent to the king, saying. Wherefore hast 
thou rent thy clothes? Let him come now to me, 
and he shayy know that there is a prophet in 
Israel. So Naaman came with his horses and with 
hie chariots and stood at the door of the house of 
Elisha. And Elisha sent a messenger unto him, 
saying, ‘“‘Go and wash in the Jordan seven times, 
and thy flesh shall come again to thee and thou 
shalt be clean. But Naaman was wroth, and 
went away, and said, ‘' Behold, I thought, be will 
surely come out to me and stand and call on the 
name of Jehovah, his God. and wave his hand over 
the place, and recover the leper. Are not Abanah 
and Pharpar, the rivers of Damascus, better than 
all the waters of Israel? May I not wash in them 
and be clean? So he turned and went away in 
a rage And his servants came near, and spake 
unto him, and said, My father, if the prophet 
had bid thee do some great thing, wouldst thou not 
have done it? How much rather then, when he 
saith to thee, ‘ Wash, and be clean : Then went 
he down and dipped himself seven times in the 
Jordan, according to the saying of the man of 
God; and his flesh came again like unto the flesh 
of a little child, and he wes clean. [Copyright, 
1g, by Thomas Nelson & Sons.]

Time, not g@efinitely known, but probably 
the eighth year of the reign of Joran of 
Israel, which may be dated about 846 B. C. 

The king of Syria, mentioned here, is doubt- 
less Ben Hadad, mentioned in the narrative 
of I. Kings, XX., 1, 2, and 5. 

Another instance of the genuinely divine 
mission of Elisha as a man of God is here 
portrayed. The king of Israel in rending 
his clothes brought forth the question from 
the prophet of God, which all the more em- 
phasized the genuineness of his appointment 
as the successor of Elijah. 

When Naaman had come expecting some 
great demonstration he only reflected the 
characteristic so prevalent in humanity, 
which gives heed to the greater things and 
makes men forget the value of the small Inci- 
dents in life. 

Elisha, in declining to go forth to meet his 
guest who had journeyed from afar, had 
broken an oriental rule of courtesy; so it 
may also be necessary to continue even to 
this day the breaking of preseribed rule and 
formality in order that men may get the 
thing for. which the soul is most hungry 

— 

The climax came when the messenger went 
‘out from Elisha bearing the message to 
Naaman that he should go to the River 
Jordan and bathe seven times. The wrath 
of N&aman is demonstrated by his going 
away in utter disgust from the presence of 
the man whom he had expected to actasa 
major in the waving of his hands and pro- 
nouncement of blessing. 

The pride of the Syrian nobleman was 
stirred into a renouncement by him of the 
greatness which adhered in the river ot the 
Master. 

The service rendered by the servants of the 
nobleman in prevailing upon him to do the 
simple things which had been prescribed 
makes memorable and worthy of considera- 
tion the office of the small intercessions in 
life. The cure which followed the dipping 
of hie body seven times into the Jordan was 
convincing enough to Naaman, since it 
brought to him the thing for which he had 
been most anxious, and in his going back to 
his country he went as an apostie of obedi-

SUTTON TELLS OF GAME.

Biillards like every other sport has had its 

ups and downs, and during the first decade 
of the twentieth century it has hed its periods 
of inflation and depression. 

From the viewpoint of great performances 
it Was the most notable ten years in the 
professional history of the game, while 
viewed from the angle of pubiic interest the 
opening decade does not compare well with 
the closing years of the nineteenth century, 
when a galaxy of such artists as Maurice 
Vignaux, George Slosson, Jacob Schaefer, 
Frank lves, Maurice Daly, William Catton. 
Eugene Carter, myself, and a coterie of 
clever shortstops occupied the arena. 

Scientifically we have advanced in conjunc- 
tion with almost every branch of sport, but 
the satisfaction derived from this mathemat- 
ical fact is tempered to some extent by the 
absence of that widespread interést displayed 
in the matches and tournaments of a few 
years ago. 


New Stars for Cue World. 

This viewpoint may appear pessimistic as 
to professional! billiards, but I am sufficient 
of an optimist to believe that the depression 
is only temporary and that from the thou- 
sands of devotees of the game there will arise 
stars of equal brightness to those of the past. 

A retrospect of the game in general throws 
a brighter picture on the screen, The gen- 
tleman’s game, as it is so often called, now 
numbers its followers by the million, and 
the amateur, taken as a composite player, 
is a more capable performer than ever. hrom 
straſgut rail and 14-2 balkline he has ad- 
vanced to 18-2, playing exactly the game 
game as his professional brother.

= Benefits in High-Low Game, : 

Every one who has seen ball games prob- 
ably has wondered why there always is a 
high low game, sometimes three or four 
of them, going on among the players in front 
of the stands during preliminary practice. 
A good many people perhaps wonder what a 
high low game is. For those fans it ts only 
necessary to say it is what the players call 
it when one of them starts bunting and bat- 
ting the ball back to three or four of his 
team mates who stand in a row forty or 
fifty feet in front of him. 

It looks like 10 year old kid play, and 
perhaps there are fans who think it is only 
an attempt by those players to help amuse 
the crowd by their antics during the wait 
before the game. 

No idea could be more erroneous. True 
the fans often are amused and the players 
themselves get lots of fun out of it. Prob- 
ably a considerable portion of their attempts 
to fool each other in tossing the ball around 
before it it thrown back at the batter is 
designed to raise laughs among the specta- 
tors. Yet no ball player is going to make 
a clown or a comedian out of himself just 
for the sake of doing that. The one or two 
exceptions to this merely prove the rule. 

Chance to Limber Up. 

What the players flock into high low games 
for is the practice it gives them and the lim- 
bering up, if they need the latter. Any ex- 
perienced player will tell you that the high 
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low game is great for keeping the batting eye 


peeled. Of course it does not compare with 
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standing up at the plate for ten or fifteen 
minutes continuously and having a good 
pitcher hand up all he has in the way of 
curves, speed, and slow boys to let you prac- 
tice hitting. 

But that kind of practice would require 
too much time and too many pitchers in ad- 
vance of a game. The best any one batter 
can hope for is four or five chances to take 
a couple or three good swings at the ball 
during the forty minutes allotted his team 
for batting drill before a major league game. 
Even then the pitcher is not putting much on 
the ball. So the players resort to high low, 
particularly while the other team is prac- 
ticing batting, and take turns in hitting the 
balls thrown back to them by the row of 
„Scholars.“ 

It is good fielding practice, too, for the bat - 
ter mixes em up by hitting hard ground- 
ers and easy ones, high liners and low ones, 
thereby keeping the fielders on the alert. 


Helps Batsman in Bunting. 

More than anything else the high low 
game helps the batsman in bunting, which 
now is an almost necessary tool in any bats- 
man’s kit. In the matter of actual sacrifice 
hitting by the bunt it seems that there is less 
of it than there was a few years ago. The 
hit- and run and the straight away steal 
are displacing the cut and dried sacrifice to 
a considerable extent, except tn airtight 
1 to 0 games or when there are runners on 
both second and first bases with not an out. 
In the latter situation the chance of a line 
drive being convered into à triple play are 
so strong that some form Of sacrifice invari- 
ably is used. 

In addition to its own usefulness the bunt 
is a help to the batsman himself. With a 
few exceptions like Lajoie and Wagner, 
ability to bunt improves a man’s batting 
as a rule. Perhaps it would improve the 
slugging of Larry and Hans, but they never 
have needed much help in that Une. Learn- 
ing to follow a curve or à low ball withthe 
choked bat so as to bunt it is a help to the 
batsman’s eye in following the ball when he 
wants to hit it out. Any form of constant 
practice in timing and following the ball with 
the bat is beneficial Hence the great popu- 
larity of the high low game. 

Exception to Rule. 

It is not always true that a good bunter is 
a good batter. Jack Pfiester is a proof to the 
contrary. Jack almost always has more gac- 
rifice hits than base hits to his credit in a 
season. It is much easier for Jack to put a 
runner down from first to secorid than it is to 
bring a runner home from third, although the 
distance is ninety feet in each case. Yet in 
the modern game, where the choked) bat is 
absolutely necessary to the average batter, 
facility in bunting improves a man’s batting 
average. Besides helping train his eye to fol- 
low the ball ability to bunt bas the defense 
guessing... A known bunter will get more 
chances to hit past an inflelder than will the 
batsman who always hits hard at the ball, 
thereby enabling the infielders to play deep 
for him without fear of having a bunt catch 
them flat footed. P 

While discussing the bunt, Manager Duffy 
of the Sox put over a newidea.

second time, defended it successfully in three 
subsequent matches, while Hoppe defended 
it twice after hig first acquisition and once 
after his second. With the exception of the 
first contest of the decade, which was a six 
handed tournament, and the last, which was 
a match at 1,000 points, the rest of the title 
battles have been at 500 points. In these lat- 
ter the best performance recorded was an 
average of 20.83, made by Hoppe on Jan. 15, 
1906, when he defeated Maurice Vignaux at 
Paris, 500 taaZ87, and brought the title back 
to the United States. Hoppe also scored 
second high average, getting 16 20-30, when 
he defeated me on March 16, 1910. High run? 
was made by Jacob Schaefer when he got an 
even century against me March 11, 1907. 

In his 1,000 point match against Slosson 
last December Hoppe averaged 22 82-44, with 
high run of 110.. On the first night of the 
match the young Gotham genius completely 
outclassed his fellow citizen, averaging 
83 1-8, so that the 18-1 honors of the decade 
belong to Hoppe. 


Few Leaders Care for 18-1 Game. 

Few of the leading professionals really care 
tor the one-shot-in style of billiards, it being 
generally conceded that the 18-1 game does 
not permit of the niceties of play afforded by 
the two-shots-in rules. Since its inception in 
1003, the world’s championship at 18-2 has 
been held by seven players, one Frenchman 
and six Americans. 

Maurice Vignaux, the greatest player 
France has produced, won the original tour- 
nament, and then in turn the title was held 
by George Slosson of New York, me, Willie 
Hoppe of New York, Ora Morningstar of New 
York, Calvin Demarest of Chicago, and Harry 
Cline of Philadelphia, who lost to Willie 
Hoppe, the present title holder, 

Vignaux defended it once agamst me. It 
then passed to Slosson, from whom it was 
taken by me. I successfully defended it three 
times before losing to Hoppe. The young 
New Yorker returned the emblem to the 
donors, and the next to annex it was Morn- 
ingstar. Demarest, the brilliant youngster 
from this city, who had not long forsaken 
the amateur ranks, then came into the lime- 
light, but he later succumbed to Cline, who 
after defending his honor once against Cut- 
ler made way for Hoppe. 


Great Performances of Game. 

A résumé of these tournamentsand matches 
discloses some of the greatest performances 
in the history of the game. The opening 
tournament, which was played at the Grand 
hotel, Paris, Feb. 15 to 20, 1908, was made 
memorable by a lawsuit, in which after nine 
months of litigation the French court eward- 
ed the title of Vigneux. Theseus Frenchman 
wae tied with Louis Cure and me in games 
won, each being credited with two, but he 
claimed the honor on the ground that his 
genera! average of 22.29 was the best. Ihad 
90.81 and Cure 19.76, Slosson, the other con- 
teatant, having 8.49. 

In this tournament I had gone to France 
in 1901 and equaled the record run of 200 held 
by the late Frank Ives. In January, 1904, at 
Paris, Vignauk defended his title against 
me, 500 to 496, after a memorable finish in 
which I missed a masse when he needed four 
points, and the big Frenchman ran the game 
out with a break of 81. Vignaux's right 
to the title lapsed the following year, leading 
to what generally is eonceded to be the most 
notable tournament in the history of the 
game, It was staged at Madison Square gar- 
den on April 9 to 21,.1906, with Slosson, Sut- 
ton, Schaefer, Hoppe, Albert Cutler of Bos- 
ton, O. E. Morningstar of New York, and 
Louls Cure of Paris as the contestants, 


Big Prizes at New York. 

The cash prize of $3,000, together with en- 
trance fees of $1,750 and net gate receipts 
of $4,200, gave $8,590 to be divided among 
the five prize winners, making it the most 
valuable tournament ever held, as wellasa 
record breaker in the matter of gate money. 
George Slosson won first money, $3,580, Sutton 
taking second, $2,237.50, after the playoff of 
a tie with Schaefer, who took third money, 
$1, 342.50. 

In keeping with the size of the pot was a 
world’s record average of 100 made by me 
in my match against Hoppe, which I won, 500 
to 118. My counts were 128, 14, 0, 124, and 
234, unfinished. Previous to the setting of 
this mark the best record, championship or 
none pionship, had been an average of 30 
in a 600 point match by Vigneux at Paris. I 
had the high grand average of 24.14, Schaefer 
being next with 22.94, and Hoppe third with 
90.44. Hoppe had arun of 177, Schaefer one 
of 171, and Slosson one of 158. 


Hoppe Makes Run of 307. 

One month later, May 7 to 12, Hoppe, Sut- 
ton, Schaefer, Louis Cure, and Slosson took 
part in a professional tournament at Chi- 
cago in which Hoppe made a run of 307, but 
as it was nota championship, the mark was 
only @ world’s tournament record, but never- 
thelese & wonderful performance. In that 

game Hoppe averaged 62.50. I also 
got another big count, notching 236 and aver- 
aging 83.33. In another game 1 averages 
over 70, and in a third over 60, leading the 
grand averages with 20.25. Hoppe, who won 
first money, averaged 27.78.

Hoppe competed for the minor champion- 
ship of America at 18-2 at New York on Nov. 
19 to Dec. 1, 1906, Cline getting the grand 
average of 14.52. He was tied with Cutler, 
who averaged 14.81, both winning five games. 
Cutler won the title on the playoff and took 
permanent possession of the emblem, and the 
event never has been renewed. 


Victory of Morningstar. 

Two years ago, March 22 to April 2, 1909, 
Morningstar, Sutton, Slosson, Cutler, Cure, 
Cline, and Demarest took part in a tourna- 
ment for the title, competing at Madison 
Square garden. Morningstar won the cham- 
pionship by taking six straight games and 
having a grand average of 18.63. I was sec- 
ond, but had the best grand average of 22.82, 
the single game honors going to the veteran 
Slosson, who averaged 62.5 and had high 
run of 225. 

From Nov. 22 to Dec. 8 of the same year 
Sutton, Demarest, Cline, Slosson, Cutler, and 
Firmin Cassignol, the French player, com- 
peted in the last tournament of the decade 
for the world’s title, Demarest, the brilliant 
Chieago youngster, scoring a great triumph 
by winning. He tied with me and Cline, beat- 
ing both of us in the playoff, his game with 
me being a notable display in which he aver- 
aged 35 10-14 for 500 points. I had a grand 
average of 19.76 and the best single average 
of 6.25 in the regular tournament games. 1 
made the single average by the aid of a run 
of 235, setting a new world’s championship 
record and beating the mark I had made in 
1906 by one button. 

Lack of Interest Shown. 

Since that tournament the four matches 
for the world's title have hot produced any- 
thing especially spectacular with the excep- 
tion of an average of 33 3-15 by Cline in his 
match with Albert Cutler at St. Louis on 
April 2 of last year, in which the loser was 
able to score only 42 points, a dismal cham- 
plonship as far as attendance was concerned. 
Hoppe when he wrested the title from Cline 
on May 26 last year at New York went at 
a 17 24-28 gait, Cline getting 14 6-27. As an 
offset to some of the big performances it is 
worthy of note that I retained the title Jan. 
27, 1908, with an average of 746, when I 
éefeated Morningstar. 

One of the best nonchampionship matches 
of the decade was between Schaefer and 
Cure at Paris in June, 1904, the wizard win- 
ning 3,000 to 2,988 and averaging 2.00, re- 
calling that famous finish by Schaefer when 
in November, 1893, at Central Music hall, 
Chicago, he made 1,305 in the last night's 
play, beating Frank Ives, 4,000 to 3,955, Ives 
needing 800 when play started on the final 


night. 


Loss of Schaefer Felt. 

The billiard world suffered its greatest loss 
when Jacob Schaefer died at Denver, March 
8, 1910, after a long Ulness. His name is 
wrtten indelibly on the pages of billiard 
history as One of great masters and his 
place never can be filled. Those coming after 
may equal and even better his records, but 
as an inventive genius who did more than 
any player to develop the scientific side of 
the game he never will be equaled. 

Looking to future years there seems to be 
a ray of hope, as while the last decade has 
brought us Hoppe and Demarest, there seems 
to be a strong possibility that Jacob Schaefer 
Jr., Marcus Catton, Charlie Sutton, and other 
comparatively young players, may take pos- 
tions in the master class to which many 
are called and few are chosen.

Overbidding in Auction Bridge 
Responsible for Big Losses. 
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IS WORSE THAN BAD PLAY. 
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Costly Form Is Offer of Two Spades or 
Clubs Not Warranted, 


BY A. R. MBTCALFE. 
Overbidding in auction bridge is responsible 
for more losses than bad play. This 16 
conceded by all writers on the game, and 
by all experienced players. Yet, most of 
both classes fall to comment on the most 
dangerous torm of this fault. By overbid- 
ding they mean bids of three or more at 
no trump, hearts or diamonds. 

The worst form of overbidding, however; 
consiste of bids of two spades or two clubs 
which are not warranted by the hands. A 
bid of two spades made from a long spade 
suit headed by ace, queen, end nothing but 
small cards in the other suit is absolutely 
vicious.. It is apt to lead to heavy bidding 
on the part of the player’s partner, and the 
casual observers would attribute the heavy 
loss resulting to the latter, instead of plac- 
ing the blame where it belongs, with the 
origina: bidder. 

A bid of two spades or two clubs should 
always indicate more than average support 
for a no trump declaration, and it is far 
better to underbid hands when there is any 
doubt than to take the other course. 


Needs Partner’s Information. 

A player may go to great lengths in bid- 
ding when he has absolute confidence in the 
information given by his partner, as is evi- 
denced by the following deal:

Advantage in Two Spade Bid. 
Although the heart suit held by south was 
worth more tricks than the diamonds held by 
west, the latter had an immense advantage 
in the two spade bid made by east originally. 
South knew that his partner could not have 
a good hand, but hoped that he might be 
able to take one trick, which would make 
three odd at hearts, and he was willing to 
overbid his hand to the extent of one trick. 
As it happened, north could not even heve 
fulfilled this modest expectation on the part 
of his partner. 

West, on the other hand, knew that east 

could not have had an established sult of 
apades, or he would have bid three epedes 
originally. He, therefore, counted abso- 
lutely on some assistance in the club suit 
from his partner, as there was little chance of 
east having any protection in hearts or dia- 
monde. 
West figured on being able certainly to take 
eleven tricke, with a chance for more, and 
went to six diamonds in preference to dou- 
bling the bid of four hearts, and his profit 
in so doing was large. Of course it required 
excellent play to make the smal) slam, the 
lead of the extra round of trumps at tricksix 
being the critical play of the deal. 


Small Slam Made Basy. 

Had north discarded a spade on this trick, 
west would have made a grand slam. Asi 
was, the club discard made a small dam 
easy, although north and south played their 
cards to the best advantage. The following 
is from the latest book of Charles Stuart 
Street: 

At first players always declared one spade and 
gradually approached the strength of their hands, 
hoping that during this lurking procese a rash ad- 
versary might make some foolish’ or sanguine 
declaration which could be doubled with enor- 
mous profit. Good hands were kept in abeyance 
and often lost, poor makes were fostered, and the 
whole system of bidding was a surprising maze 
of mystery and deceit. It was a game of conceal- 
ment, of ambush, and of bluff, and was about as 
intellectual as three card monte. But ae players 
became more practical it was discovered that it 
was a far better way to declare the strength of 
the hand at once, and not to give the edversaries 
a chance to show their suits to each other. 

This is in direct contradiction to the articles 
which heve been appearing in the New York 
Sun, but all good players must eventually 
agree with Mr. Street. The deal which fol- 
lows iMustrates the futility of the method 


advocated by the Sun:

By foolishly allowing engt to in- 
dicate his best sult, the natural advantage 
which the po-trump declarant enjoys was 
forfeited and south would have even lost the 
odd trick had he taken the finesse in hearts 
after making his five tricks in diamonds.

OXFORD VICTOR OVER RIVAL 
IN ANNUAL BOAT CLASSIC. 


Dark Blues Outrow Cambridge in Sixty- 
eighth Contest and Set New Record 
of 18:29.

LONDON, April 1—The sixty-eighth an- 
nual boat race between Oxford and Cam- 
bridge universities, rowed this afternoon 
over the historic Putney to Mortlake course, 
was won by Oxford by two and three-quarter 
lengths in the record time of 18:29. The best 
previous time for the classic was 18:47, made 
by the Oxford crew in 1803 and by Cam- 
bridge in 1900.

Deposit Required of Candidates. 

Immediately after the candidate's admis 
sion to the academy he must be provided with 
uniform and outfit, which costs §160. Before 
the candidate is admitted at least $100 In cash 
must be deposited with the treasurer to this 
account; better still, the whole $160 should 
be deposited. His traveling expenses to the 
academy, if he will, may be taken from his 
annual $000 a year and cash ration apportion- 
ment of 80 cents a day—which bring the total 
cash due him to $700.60 a year.

The men he studied most were those re- 
enlisting. 
there were some about, playing cards or chat- 
ting. One and all spoke of returning to the 
army as “ going back home.” Most of those 
interviewed had been out of the service for 
several years, so their army infatuation was 
not even based on\the newly increased pay 
schedules or the ration.

latest report, 10,000 were retnlisted men.

The writer of this retort courteous bas been 
“in touch with the enlisted men. For this 
purpose he had easy access to the troops sta- 
tioned at Fort Sheridan. This is a repre- 
sentative post, witb its full quota of prison- 
ers and penalties, as well as the inevitable 
snaris of any factory or other institution 


where large numbers of men are under or- 
“ders. To be sure, the men interviewed were 


not mainly of the “guardhouse lawyer’ type, 
such as the army’s most recent magazine as- 
saliant used for his bulk of testimony. , 

Has the government carried out the prom- 
ises it made to you before enlistment?” 

This was the question fired at short range 
to the men in blue. The answer to the af- 
firmative was not only preponderant—it was 
a landslide. The facts and conditions were 
gleaned by the writer while conversing with 
enlisted men in a spirit of comradeship and 
with no apprehension hanging that any of 
thelr statements might be carried to their 
commissioned superiors. 

He found, for instance, that the menial 
work problem is not a weighty topic with en- 
listed men. As several soldiers put it, We 
dont work as hard cleaning up around the 
barracks as a lot of suburbanites do after 
coming home from a hard day's toil.’ In the 
average company these household tasks 
fall to éach soldier not more than three days 
m a month—to the oldest as well as the young- 
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officer is offered in its curriculum. The de- 
partments of instruction include:

Mettle of Cadet Tested. 


It is in the four years of academy training 
that the mettle of the cadet is tested. In the 
same four year period the talent and bent of 
the student are watched by the academy fac- 
ulty. In the establishment of the supple- 
méntary schools for special training the 
army school of the line, army signa) school, 
and army staff college at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas, is regarded as one to which academy 
graduates should go for their own best in- 
terests. Its departments include military 
art, engineering, law, languages, care of 
troops, field signaling, and signal engineer- 
ing. 

At Fortress Monroe, Va., is the coast artil- 
lery school, treating the subjects of artillery 
and coast defense, electricity, and mine de- 
tense, and in a general way lending itself to 
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Surgeon General Henry H. Torney of the 
medical department entered the service in 
1875; became captain in 1880; colonel in 
1908, and in 1900 was given his present 
place with brevet rank of brigadier general.

At the end of every day take five minutes to sit down 
and reckon up your victories. As for your defeats, study them to find out why you lost; and don’t

Sanity of Second Consideration. 


In my acquaintance with some of the allen - 
ists of Chicago, there is an inclination to- 
ward the untimely breaking down of the 
man who is under heavy business or profes- 
sional strain. On one occasion, speaking with 
the late Daniel F. Brower several years ago, 
he made the point that technics sanity in 
the man of business was by no means indis- 
pensable to his business success. In the 
profession where sense of proportion and 
accuracy Of detail in practice were of tanta- 
mount importance, sanity and a clear mind 
were essential; in the conduct of business, 
sanity might be of sepencars importance in 
success. 

But, aside from the practitioner's point of 
view, the world at large has not escaped 
the fact that the successful man in pro- 
nounced degree, anywhere in the competitive 
Hfe of the cities, is growing older than his 
years. There are the exceptions—usually 
men of the robust, wiry types who are sane 
enough not to figure increased business five 
or ten years beyond a living present. 

In one paragraph which I may quote from a 
western manager of one of the great corpora- 
tions of the country, you may see how stress 
comes stronger and stronger down the line 
of its thousands and thousands of employees. 

“We did a business of $20,000,000 from the 
western office here, last year,“ he said. 
That means that we will do a business of 
$40,000,000 next year.” 

“That is,” I asked, “you strained your 
organization last year to make §20,000,000, 
and this year you are straining it to make 
twice as much!?

Chicago Produces 


Most Veterinarians. 
By J. L. GRAFF. 


HICAGO is doctoring a big portion of 
the anima] kingdom. 

This fact is evidenced from the great 
increase of veterinarians graduated in 
and distributed from this city within 

the last decade. 

The statement recently was made by one 
of the doctors attached to a Chicago veter- 
mary institution that where ten years ago 
one veterinary had established a practice. 
one hundred ate now making the practice a 
regular profession. 

One of the Chicago schools training young 
men how to treat animals maintains an en- 
roliment, of 400. There are other schools 
where the enrollment runs between fifty and 
one hundred. The business department of 
a veterinary school is kept busy with its 
correspondence originating from inquiries 
from.many states asking for capable young 
ment to establish a veterinary practice in 
communities. Most of the inquiries come 
from druggists and liverymen, and in ecores 
of instances from farmers. 

It is known that the farmer is making use 
of the services of a veterinary much more 
than he did ten or fifteen years ago. It used 
to be that he would treat an ailing horse or 
cow from his own stock of medicines kept in 
a cupboard in the barn, and according to 
his own diagnosis. But farm animals are 
now too valuable to run any such risk. A 
team of heavy horses nowadays ie worth $500 
and often more. The registered head of a 
dairy herd represents a considerable sum of 
money, and so do other animals on the farm. 
It still is the practice among a large number 
of farm people to write to their farm paper 
to ask an opinion and à prescription for an 
ailing animal. But mn hundreds of tristances 
the diagnosis is faulty, and before the real 
trouble is known and a prescription filled the 
beast has died. 

The first big increase in the practice of 
veterinarians followed closely the instalia- 
tion of the telephone connecting town with 
farm. It was then possible to get help ina 
short time, and in so many instances has 
the new custom paid out handsomely that 
it has grown like a veritable green bay tree. 

By this time Chicago has distributed thor- 
oughly trained veterinarians to almost every 
state and territory in the union, the middle 
western states drawing heavily. Chicago 
veterinarians have crossed the seas and now 
are practicing in other lands. The young 
men who have taken up a practice in rural 
districts send the most encouraging reports 
as to the increase of their work. Some of 
the big farms employ a veterinary exclu- 
sively, but this happens on the large ranches 
where there is more danger of contagious 
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business the next year. It has been the eus- 
tom of, his employing house, however, If 
he Cant accomplish “ft, wort some other 
candidate secure his pace?

Can one point offhand toa greater incentive 
to the burden-bearers? 

It would be different if the scale of com- 
petition remained always the same. Growth 
of business is based upon the census of the 
ultimate consumer. In practical fact, how- 
ever, the growth of competition in the par- 
ticular field may change ever year. 

Unless the smaller, individual competttor 
is frozen out of business by trust methods, 
he may enter a promising, productive field 
and in innumerable numbers prove a factor 
destructive to corporation growth. He es- 
capes the tremendous pressure of overhead, 
fixed charges against every dollar's worth 
sold by the great corporation. He is his own 
president, stockholder, and manufacturer, 
to say nothing of being his own sales agent, 
packer and shipper. He may have the slight 
est percentages of rent, fuel, lights, and 
weekly payroll to charge into first costs. 

If he hag a good business head and in the 
first year make only a modest living for him- 
self and his family, he may be happy in the 
consciousness that one year with another, 
his business increases 5 per cent. He isnot 
spender; hig family “ces not fly to extrava- 
gances. His earnings, over his living, £0 
either to the bank or to the upkeep and 
gradual enlargements of his working plant. 
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Old Type Almost Gone. 

This type of individual in fact was the type 
of man who did the great quantitative busi- 
ness of the country forty years ago. He 
was the type of man who had few business 
worries, for the reason that his measure of 
success was not written in seven, eight or 
ten figures. If he left $50,000 to his family 
after twenty-five years of business, he was 
satisfied. John G Shedd, president of Mar- 
Shall Field & Co., told the writer severa’ 
years ago that no millions that he may 
have made ever gave him the satisfaction 
of that day when he could say that he was 
worth just $100,000—the sum which to Mr. 
Shedd in bis young business life meant the 
accumulation of a fortune. 

But Mr. Shedd didn’t stop. ‘Which reminds 
me of another Chicago business man who 
once sald to me that de couldn’t stop.” He 
could drop the accumulation of money, yes; 
in fact, he would like to have done ft for 
the sake of his family from whom business 
exactions were keeping him beyond hie will. 

“ But I’ve got 7,000 employs on pay rolls,” 
seid this man. “I'm posing as one whe 
treats his employés fairly—more squarely 
than most men in my position. I’ve got too 
much conscience to sell them out; in fact, 


I've got a business almost too big to sell.

* warm room to the chill out- 
side that is responsible for the cold and 
cough. He argues that you can get a cold 
any time from anybody who has a cold and 
especially if the victim is coughing broad- 
cast. 

Everyone has observed that in churches, 
just after a long prayer, or in theaters just 
after a long imposed silence upon the audi- 
ence, we have a gust of coughing that ap- 
pears “catching.” It IS catching, according 
to the English authority—catohing through 
the medium of a germ which from the ex- 
plosive cough may be scattered in countless 
numbers to incredible distances. That old 
explanation of the person, “I got this cold 
from leaving the warm church and stepping 
out into the chill wind.“ doesn't go. The 
person got his cold germ into his nostrils and 
throat from the crowds that already were 
infected with it and which in coughing broad- 
sides, scattered the infection. 

“Colds,” says the authority, “are really 
slightly infectious fevers and they spread 
rapidly in the cities, in echools, theaters, 
churches, and in large offices where workers 
are crowded close together.” 

Unfortunately the English authority seems 
not to have fsolated this tickling germ and 
evolved its particular germicide. 


True Cause 


A new seal for a car door or for other locked 
mechanism such as a water meter, electric, 
or gas meter and designed 
to prevent opening without Seal for 
discovery, has beenperfected Car Doors 
in Europe. The chief feature Perfected. 
involved is a triangular bit 
of steel—each of two angles formed in the 
triangle bent to a knife ‘‘ edge ’’—while the 
opening for inserting the metal in the hasp 
occupies the position ofthethirdangle This 
bit of steel is of a composition and temper 
to stand the biting crimp of a stamp pliers, 
which may have initials or numbers in the 
jaws. As the triangle is coated with tin, 
these marks are easily made. 

But when the triangle once ls put into place 
and crimped fast, and an attempt to spread 
the triangle sufficiently to take it out of 
place is made, the triangle in cold state 
snaps at one or both the other angles. 

If the unauthorized meddler attempts to 
heat the steel sufficiently to open the triangle 
and release the lock, the heat necessary 
will melt the coating of tin and expose the 
attempt.

Speaking of bananas, the city dweller may 
imagine that a native banana, cut from its 
stem whem just ripe, must be 
immeasurably more edible 
and full of flavor. So they 
are. They are so much bet- 
ter in flavor that growers ere 
experimenting with drying the thoroughly 
ripened fruit for shipment to the ends of 
the earth if there shal! be a demand so wide- 
spread. 

. Chemically, some startling changes come 
about in drying the banana. The. green 
banana. in the stage which it is cut for ship- 
ping, contains 80 per cent starch and 8 per 
cent of sugar. Fully ripe, the sugar con- 
tent reaches 70 per cent, of which 40 per cent 
is saccharose—or cane sugar—while 30 per 
cent is invert—or honey—sugar. Only 2 per 
cent of.starch remains. 

In the ripened and dried banana, stil 
greater change is effected. The saccharose 
not only resolves itself into honey sugar, but 
the 2 per cent of starch becomes saccharose 
and before completion of the drying procegs 
is honey sugar. And “ honey.sugar ™ is the 
richest and most easily digested of all known 
sweets.

Someone has invented a novelty designed 
for the unloading of wagons filled with gar- 
bage, or with other kinds of 
refuse that is unpleasant to New Inven- 
dump by means of a scoop tion for - Un- 
fm the hands of the work- loading 
man.

impossible that the idea had not been picked 
up long ago. 

It is no more than a strong, steel screen, 
made flexible for its whole length and at- 
tached at one end to a steel bar which is pro- 
vided with eyelets to receive hooks.

West Point away back in 1868. He became 
captain in 1888, colonel in 1904, and was ap- 
pointed to his present position in 1906, with 
rank of brigadier general 

Chief of the bureau of insular affairm is 
Claretice R. Edwards, ranking as a brigadier 
general. He entered West Point in 1879, 
became captain in 1898, and was appointed 
to his present post in 1906. 

Among army men the history of Maj. Gen. 
J. Franklin Bell is pointed out as an example 
of. the slow promotions under the old régime 
before the Spanish-American war. When the 
war broke out Bell was only a first lieutenant 
of cavalry, with twenty years of service 
behind him. He was the oldest of the first 
Heutenants in the service, and only for the 
war and the troubles in the Philippines his 
best hopes could suggest no more than retire 
ment as a major. 

Promoted to the rank of major of volun- 
teers, Bell went out to. the Philippines with 
the second expedition, in July, 1898, and al- 
most immediately was made chief of in- 
telligence. After the fall of Manila, he con- 
ducted most of the negotiations with Aguin- 
aldo and other insurgent leaders, acting for 
Gen. Otis, who had succeeded Gen. Merritt. 
After a few months of fighting in the islands, 
Be. made up the famous recipe for mili- 
tary movements there:

Bell True Fighting Man. 

Transferred to McArthur’s command, Bell 
became scout master, and with his own hand- 
ful of men covered the entire country in front 
of McArthur’s lines. A wound in the first 
engagement laid him up less than a week. 
In 1899 Bell asked permission to organize 
a regiment from the time expired men who 
were due to return to the United States. In 
this regiment he got the keep a-shooting ”’ 
type of men he wanted. With this regiment 
operating on the left of Gen. McArthur’s lines 
in the forward movement in the fall of 1890, 
Col. Bell's usual report at night was that he 
had captured the town which he had been 
gent out to reconnoiter, merely. 

The capture of Bamban was characteristic 
of Bell. The Filipinos held a line of trenches 
on the hills commanding the river. It was a 
nasty point of attack. Picking eighteen 
men from his regiment—most of them offi- 
cers—Bell made a detour and came down 
upon the trenches from the rear, yelling and 
firing. Panic stricken, the Filipinos broke 
from the trenches and fied. 

Bell saw five years of service in the Philtp- 
pines. He was made brigadier of volunteers, 
with headquarters in the northern district 
at Daguapan. He began the policy of gar- 
risoning every town of importance, with the 
result that his district was one of the first 
selected for the installation ofa civil govern- 
ment. 

Later Bell was made a brigadier of regu- 
lars and was stationed at Bantangas, where 
he established the reconcentration camps 
which brought down upon him so much crit- 
cism from the stay at home citizens in civil 
life in the United States. But he made good, 
and with his medal of honor returned home 
as a brigadier general of regulars, in charge 
of the infantry and cavalry school at Fort 
Leavenworth. In 1906 Bell succeeded Lieut. 
Gen. John C. Bates as chief of staff—due 
wholly to the opportunities offered him in the 
Philippines—the opportunities of war, 

* & 
Under the Old Regime. 

Most of these officers of the old school were 
under the old régime when the standing army 
of the United States was about 25,000 men 
more or considerably less. At the best the 
chance of war was the occasional brush with 
the Indians, and when the last of these trou- 
bles were chronicled, army life became gar- 
rison duty, merely. That occasional dissipa- 
tion in activity came about when the regu- 
lars from some garrison turned out with a 
state s militia and went into camp with them 
for a fortnight. 

At the present time the United States army 
in its several divisions numbers about 65,000 
men, with 15,000 of these tn foreign service. 
As the standing army has grown in numbers 
of enlisted men, the demands for officers have 
kept pace.

grite an unformed or slow hand. 

Though one may do pothing more than 
grite for purposes of correspondence, it is 
important to write well if only that your let- 
rs may be more acceptable. 

“What do you hear from Mary?” a friend 
‘yas asked. I she as happy as ever in her 
pew life?” 

1 know nothing of her; have not heard 
from her for nearly a year. No, we did not 
have a quarrel,”’ she continued, seeing her 
friend's look of surprise, but I stopped cor- 
responding with her. Life is too short totry 
to read her letters. 

„But I thought Mary the most brilliant let- 
ter writer of your acquaintance,” the friend 
gaid wonderingly. 

It was 
guch a torment trying to decipher her letters 
that I gave it up in disguet and our lives have 
drifted far apart.“ 

Thue one gir] lost an influential friend by 
her careless. writing. To the same cause is 
due more serious losses in business and social 
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Stamps the Mental Caliber. 


A young woman suddenly called upon to 
support herself had a chance at a congenial 
place as social secretary, but was turned 
donn for another whose writing would be 
more of a credit to her employer. 

Illegible writing is dad enough, Dut it can 
be more easily corrected than one that ig or 
looks ignorant. There is a certain type of 
penmanship that stamps at once the mental 
caliber of the writer. This is sometimes mis- 
taken judgment, but as first impressions 
count, especially in the business world, it 
pays to cultivate a good hand. 

An employer's. attention is caught at once 
by a letter of application that is neatly and 
legibly written. Almost more than the mat- 
ter of such a note does the appearance of it 
count. When a man is reading through a 
numiber of requests for a position he turns 
down as not worth further notice à letter 
that is badly spelled and carelessly or Megi- 
bly written. 

For this reason unless you are sure of your 
penmanship it Is better to send all business 
communications in typewriting. The ma- 
chine has undoubtedly taken the place of the 
pen in the business world, but not to the ex- 
tent that many girls imagine. They think, 
“If I cam type well my writing does not 
count.” It does far more than they dream, so 
much go that a poor hand is a decided handi- 
cap toa beginner’s career. 

Tf a handicap, it is, fortunately, not an in- 
surmountable one. Handwriting can be 
changed, nor does it mean costly preparation 
to change it. Your penmanship may be im- 
Possible, but if you have the will to write well 
you can do so.

It happened that the first girl was leaving, 
and her employer felt that a young woman 
who had the perseverance so to change her 
writing in a short time would be a valuable 
addition to her household. 

Do not get the notion that writing fs so set 
by years of practice that nothing cam be done 
with it. A woman of over 30 heard of a post- 
tion open in a library to an untrained worker. 
The one requirement was a good Jjibrary 
hand. Her penmanship was the stylish but 
illegible type popular to her generation of 
schooling. 

It seemed hopeless. But the girl bought 
books of vertical Fopy, sent for a circular on 
Mbrary writing, acquired information on the 
eorrect pens and ink used in such work, and 
began to practice. 

So unremitting was the practice that in 
three weeks she wrote a clear “ library 
hand,“ though somewhat slowly. Knowing 
speed would come with further practice—this 
type of writing is necessarily slow—she ap- 
plied for the position and got it. True, she 
had good backing, but that would not have 
avatied if the penmanship had been wanting. 

1 . 
Vertical Copy Thought Slow. 

There has been a reaction aga!nst the ver- 
tical copy for business purposes, as it is con- 
sidered slow. The girl who would change her 
writing should learn the system in use at the 
best business colleges and buy sets of copy 
books for her own usé. 

In the practice she must remember that 
while speed is desirable it can be forced with 
the pen even less than with the typewriter. 
Learn first to write a legible, carefully 
formed hand, and swiftness comes with use. 

A point to be remembered in good writing 
is the position of the pen. If not held cor- 
rectly, if gripped too hard, cramp and slow- 
ness ig inevitable. Frequently writers who 
suffer with cramp will overcome it by using 
the pen between the first and second fingers. 

One clerk noted for the long hours she can 
write at a stretch has trained herself so she 
can hold her pen in three different ways, with 
no appreciable effect on her writing and 
much saving of muscle strain. Relief to 
strain or cramping can also be had by using 
pens of different thicknesses. 

It is a good business investment to learn to 
write well and swiftly. The first attracts 
attention to you and the second quality makes 
you a valuable clerk, besides saving your 
own time and nerves.

{SITORS at the recent Chicago ce- 

ment show may recall the exhibit 

containing a small electric lighted 

model of a poured cement house, 

photographs and drawings of other 
houses made in the same manner and, a dem- 
onstration of the use of flexible steel plates. 
for repeated use, in bullding concrete wal, 
floors, etc. Just before the end of the cement 
show a deal was closed with the municipality 
of Budapest, Hungary, for the construction 
of several hundred concrete houses for work- 
men, bullt according to this plan. 

It is only a few years since that Thomas 
A. Edison made public his idea of a cast con- 
crete house which was to revolutionize the 
cost of residence buildings. It remained, 
however, for a young Washington architect, 
Milton Dana Morrill, for some time an assist- 
ant in the office of the United States super- 
vising architect, to invent an economical 
and practical method of construction. 

Believing in the statement made some years 
ago by Theodore Roosevelt to Charles Ball 
that good citizenship depends on the kind 
of house a man li 
interested in this problem He was familiar 
with the use of concrete as a building me- 
terial, but for his purposes the oost of labor 
and materia! made the building of walls and 
floors, by the accepted method of building up 
forms of heavy planks and filling them with 
wet concrete, out of the question. Investiga- 
tion also showed that the Edison idea of @ 
Single giant mold for a whole house wes Im- 
practical, at least with.the present knowledge 
about concrete construction. If the concrets 
was made thin enough to pour readily, gravi- 
tation carried all the heavier matter to the 
bottom before the mixture had time to set. 
and if not made thin it would not properly fill 
all the spaces in the mold, which was neces- 
Sary in order to insure a smooth and reliable 
finish.

Adjusting the Magnet. 

The way the magnet is made, provided you 
have not an electric bell magnet already to 
hand, is shown in the separate drawing, and 
also how the magnet Is fastened to the base. 

Here you have merely a tire bolt or stove 
bolt, F. having two wooden washers slipped 
over its shank with some insulated magnet 
wire (No. 24 or thereabouts) wound around 
it in a layer equa! in thickness to the diam. 
eter of the bolt. 

A nut (n) screws up against the face of the 
e.cond washer, holding it in place. What is 
left of the bolt sticks through an upright, E. 
running up from the base ard a second nut 
(n) screwing on the other side of this upright 
tightens the whole magnet into position, It 
desired one of these nuts may be omitted and 
the outside one alone used. this one tighten- 
ing up to hold the magnet in place. The piece, 
E. should hold the magnet about half an inch 
above the baseboard, A, when it is in place. 

The drawings show clearly how the lower 
bearing, G, is made of two pieces of tin, the 
lower one being merely a flat piece, the upper 
one bent up and with a loose hole for the 
y edle.

OING to the mantelpiece of his plam- 
ly furnished sitting room, which he 
hifes by the month, John Joseph Fitz- 

gerald pointed to a group photograph 
of a mother and her six children. 

“*Thase are the youngsters,” be said, mix- 
ing some pride and considerable affection 
with his smile, “‘ who keep me busy with the 
fundamental. questions of life. They are 
witimate consumers, and their appetites, | 
am glad to say, couldn't be improved.” 

In appearance John Joseph looks enough 
lke Theodore Roosevelt to be his younger 
and emailer brother, though his mustache is 
redder, his hair is blonder and thinner, and 
his eyes are gra yer, but not so round or large 
While he lacks Roosevelt's vocal energy and 
fluency, he is a ready man of flaming words 
and will be heard all over the land from now 
untl after the campaign of 1912. 

The Democrats will center their voices and 
efforta next year on tariff reform, the cost 
of living, and the tyranny of the trusts. 
Economy, however, as a regular quadrennia! 
isstie will not be overlooked. Fitzgerald, as 
ohalrman of the committee on appropriations 
in the house of representatives, will attemp: 
to reduce national expenses during the first 
regular session of the Sixty-second congress, 
which convenes in December, and to prove 
by gures that the Republicans and Demo- 
crats have been extravagant, but he wil! 
omit the latter from his censure. Underwood 
of Alabama will write the campaign tariff 
bills. Fitzgerald of New York will try to 
excite the country’ with his tables of dire 
statistics and by waving the red flag of the 
auctioneer on the front steps of the national 
treasury.

Knows Value of Money. 

Aside from political ambitions and outside 
of political considerations, it ie well to have 
a poor man with six children at the head of 
the house committee on appropriations. Such 
a man has a practical knowledge of the value 
of money. His own mathematics are reduced 
to cerita, and the price of shoes becomes a 
personal problem. The word “ millions” jg 
instinctively associated with himself, even 
while he is financing for his country and 18 
thinking of the battleships, harbors, and pub- 
lic buildings. 

Tawney of Minnesota, formerly a black- 
smith, now a lawyer without property, who is 
to be displaced by Fitzgerald, has fought 
bravely and intelligently against prodigality. 
Holman of Indiana, weasel eyed, chewing in- 
cessantly, an economical person in rusty 
black, was called a skinflint and wes gen- 
erally disliked, but he saved the United States 
many millions of dollars by his unwearied 
and rasping objections. The senate, hereto- 
fore led by millionaires, has increased appro- 
priations, and not reduced them. 

“This is a billion dollar country,” Thomas 
B. Reed exclaimed, in excusing the money 
bills of the Fifty-first congress. Since then 
it has grown to be a two billion dollar coun- 
try, and Tawney predicts that it will be a 
four billion dollar country withjn a few years 
if the pressure for public funds continues. 
The matter is brought home to every man or 
woman, whether a worker or an owner of 
property, by the certainty that if expenses 
@re not kept in check new taxes will have to 
be laid and collected. It does not follow that 
@ tax on incomes will be paid by the rich and 
well to do exclusively.

Independence Price of Charity. 

One of the accepted principles of respectable 
existence is that every one should pay for 
what he enjoys or uses. The principle is 
strongly established in congress. No man 
of spirit, it is argued, wants hie food, cloth- 
ing, or rent for mothing. Nor should he ac- 
cept government as a gift from any class of 
his fellow citizens. Government can be a 
form of charity, as bread is given to the needy, 


GENS 
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Thomas F. Grady, the state sesiator, took me 


into his office and pald me $40 a month. In 


a little while I formed a partnership with a 
college friend I got into politics and was 
aotive in several societies connected with the 
Roman Catholic church.

National Expenses Now Dangerous. 

“Well, they are more than $1,000,000,000 a 
year—that is, putting the figures in another 
way, they are more than $1,000,000,000 an- 
rually. The wheat crop of 1910 was valued at 
6021, 433,000 and the oats crop at 8384. 000, 000. 
The expenditures of the national govern- 
ment, therefore, are equal to the sum of the 
money obtained for all the oats and wheat 
grown in the United States. The cost of gov- 
erning the separate states and of cities, an 
enormous outlay in itself, is not included. 
The equivalert of our wheat and oats is 
being spent from Washington for national

purposes. Any man with a business head 
on his shoulders can tell if our national ex 
pense have grown so large as to be danger- 
oua” 

“Where should the big cute be made in 
the money bille of congreas? “ I inquired. 

“I would begin with our military expenses. 
The people do not realize that our naval es- 
tablishmente cost the tremendous sum of 
$136,000,000 in 1910, as against the sufficient 
sum of $22,000,000 in 1804 Dewey's victory 
at the battle of Manila, let me add, is cost- 
ing the American people an immense sum of 
money every year. In the meantime we are 
annually epending $100,000,000 on our army, 
as against $24,000,000 in 1804. Pensions, a 
war charge, amount to $152,000,000 a year. 
The three iteme, the navy, the army, and pen- 
slons amount to §888,000,000. Besides, we 
are paying interest on the war debts of 1661- 
65 and 1808. Moreover, we are supporting 
the military schools at West Point and An- 
napolis, and are spending about $5,000,000 a 
year on fortifications. a 

R 
Military Expenses Too Great. 

„We talk about Burope groaning under 
the burden of military taxes. If we are not 
doing some groaning ourselves we ought to 
begin right off. The gross revenues and the 
military expenses of Great Britain, Germany, 
France, and the United States are not so wide- 
ly different, even though the army and nevy 
of Great Britain ere almost three times 


larger than our own. Because Europea 


countries are draining their treasuries and 
grinding the faces of their taxpayers we 
must imitate them, now that we are @ world 
power and have become the sole protector of 
the Philippines. We ought to have a navy 
and an army, of course, but there lo no senal- 
ble reason why we should waste our money 
ip strutiing up and down the earth carrying 
swords and guns and wearing feathers in our 
hate. We are not soldiers or @allors, but 
farmers, mechanics, and business men. . 

“The phrase, de prepared for wer, 
sounds patriotic, but it ls mostly profession- 
al and commercial. The manufacturers of 
guns, ammunition, battleships, and armor 
plate, together with their ealeamen and law- 
vers and our army and naval officers, are 
the chief exponents of the policy of prep- 
aration. If congress listened to and fol- 
lowed the counsel of military experts the 
treasury would be empty every day in the 
year. War with them, you understand, 
means opportunity for heroic deeds and pro- 
fessional advancememt. Also, they are nat- 
urally proud of their profession. So are law- 
yers and physicians. But experts can be ex- 
travagant and visionary. Occasionally they 
are funny. 

I went dowm the Chesapeake bay once as 
a member of a committee. Military gentile- 
man had pressed upon congress the urgent 
necessity of building and fortifying an island 
between Cape Charles and Cape Henry. 
There was a shoal, they said, that could be 
pieced out with cement and masonry. When 
we got down there, however, we discovered 
that the military experts did not know 
whether the shoal was mud, sand, or rock. 
But they had the cost figured out. 

‘** Suppose,’ said one of them, that Great 
Britain should declare war on the Unit- 
ed States.’ The supposition was rather 
grotesque, but I did not want to be im 
polite and so kept quiet. ‘They would put 
an army of 100,000 men on traneports,’ the 
expert went on solemnly to eay, ‘and send it 
to Cube. From Cuba the army would ve 
brought right Into Chesapeake bay and dis- 
embarked. Then it could march on Wash- 
ington and the other cities of the east.”

War Attractive to Some.

Last year the mines of the 
United States produced $96,000,000 of gold 
and about $28,000,000 of silver, not enough by 
a considerable margin to maintain the navy 
and pay for our new ships.” 

“Is too much money being appropriated 
for public bulldings?’’ I asked. 

About 500 buildings have been author- 
ized. Some of them are under way. They are 
half for use and half for monumental pur- 
poses. When one of them is outgrown it 
cannot be employed to advantage either for 
stores or Offices. Without saying there are 
too many buildings, I would criticise the 
architecture that makes them unfit for any 
but governmental occupancy.”

The present style in waists is making extensive use 
of yokes and chemisettes of plain and fancy and net 
and allovers of every description.

Women are realizing, too, that several yokes or chem- 
isettes to accompany each waist are a necessity. The 
well dressed woman whose neck is larger or smaller 
than the medium sized does not try the ready made ac- 
cessories, as che knows she cannot be fitted in them 
and for a few cents she can make her own much more 
gsatisfectorily. The greatest attention, however, must 
be given to the cut and fit of the collar. It should be 
shaped when possible, while the yoke portion should fit 
without puckering at any place.

Sift 
one and one-half glassfuls granulated sugar 
five times Beat whites of fourteen eggs in 
bowl until all is white, but not stiff.

There are two points to observe in this proc- 
ess if-you would transfer satisfactorily. One is 
to see that your material is perfectly level and 
that the design is placed upon it evenly. The 
other is, when the design has been placed cor- 
rectly on the material, secure it with thumb 
tacks, so it will not slip. 

If a pattern is to be used several times, first 
transfer the design to heavy paper and then 
take it to a sewing machine and with à thread- 
less needle go over every part of the design. 
Place this perforated pattern over the material 
and with stamping powder go over the perfora- 
tions carefully. 

Another method is, instead of transferring 
designs to heavy material with impression pa- 
per, lay heavy linen on the design as if it were 
sheer. Then take a damp cloth and dampen the 
goods by rubbing the cloth smoothly over it. 
The pattern will show up as good as if the 
goods were sheer and can be easily traced with 
a soft lead pencil (not indelible).

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No woman can be really attractive unless 
her hands are well taken care of, but if they 
are white and soft, with well polished nails, 
she always jooks well, no matter how piainly 
she is dressed. 

What is in worse taste than to see @ pretty 
givl, whose complexion and hair are every- 
thing to be desired, with ugly hands and neg- 
lected nails? And often, if you tel such a 
girl that she ought to manicure her nails, 
she will perhaps say that if nature has 
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seen fit to bestow ugly hands upon her, it 
ig little use trying to alter them. This is 
a mistake, for it is a well known fact that 
few persons are born with beautiful and 
well formed hands; they are largely a matter 
ef care and cultivation. 

No hand, however well formed, is anything 
Dut repulsive if the finger nails are not given 
the most painstaking attention. And a nail 
ie never so hopeless that it cannot be made 
an attractive addition to the hand if care 
and pains be taken with it. 

The first requisite in the care of the hands 
is to hav* the nails properly manicured. This 
‘can de done at home almost as well as by 
a professional if one knows just how to go 
about it and is willing to take the little trouble 
M entalls. Quite naturally hands that have 
been badly. neglected will take longer to 
get in good shape than hands that are in 
fair condition. 


* 
Care of the Nails, 
The nails should firet be trimmed with 
manicure scissors or nail clippers and filed 
the proper shape, which depends somewhat 
on the shape of the ends of the fingers. 
Then have ready a bowl of warm, soapy 
water in which the tips of the fingers should 
be soaked for five or ten minutes. The fingers 
are then dried and a little cold cream rubbed 
around the roots of each nail. 
If the nails are stained they should be 


water and scrubbed with the nail brush. 
The hands are now dried carefully and a 
little more cold cream rubbed into the cuti- 
elec with an orange wood stick. They are 
then given a final polish with the palm of 
the hand and the operation is finished. 

A little cold cream, olive oll or mutton 
tallow rubbed into the naile every night will 
keep the cuticle from growing over the 
nails and prevent its breaking\and form- 
ing hang nails. Preventive measures are more 
productive of good results than much treat- 
ment after hands are in a bad condition. The

If you wish to avoid red and rough hands | 


never subject them to extremes of tempera- 
ture. Neither cold nor hot water is good for 
them. For red unsightly hands I have always 
recommended wearing sleeping gloves at 
night. Anoint the hands thoroughly with 
cold cream. Do not wipe off the superftiuous 
cream, but draw on a large pair of gioves 
to prevent the cream being rubbed off on to 
the bedclothes. An old pair of chamois 
gloves, several sizes too large, is excellent 
if you have them. The hand needs ven- 
tilation, so the tips of the fingers should be 
cut and a few holes punctured in the palm and 
back of the gloves.

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They were made in squares and strips of 
varying sizes and were used to fill the bare 
intervals between the woodwork or above 
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The early Chinese wall papers were printed 
trom blocks, hand painted or stamped with all 
¢he infinite labor and exquisite art bestowed 
on our historic tapestries. They were made 
10 in sheeteg of varying di- 
mensiong according to the uses to which they 
were pet. The modern rolls of wall paper 
with @ continuous duplicate design were un- 
known. It was not until the invention of the 
modern printing and stamping machines with 
cylindrical rollers that a continuous conven- 
tional wae favored. 

As neither China nor Japan was a com- 
gunicative country during the beginning of 
the commercial history of Burope, these wall 
paper importations were few and far be- 
tween and considerably at a premium. Yet 
they soon hit the European fancy ase good 
gubstitute for the arras and tapestries of the 
time. Up to the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury the imported product was prohibitive 
in price, however, and it wae not until the 
middle of the eighteenth century that they 
were really a familiar thing on the market, 

Shekepeare speaks of a paper mill in the 
latter part of Henry V.“ but nowhere do 
we und a reference to wall paper of any sort. 
A writer on old time wall papers hes named 
pome interesting reasons why it wes so long 
before they took the place of tapestry and 
were coneidered an important ornament of 
elegant interiors. 

First. the manufacture of paper was quite 
tedious and expensive in those deys; and, sec- 
ond, when the methods for printing and 
stamping wall paper from blocks was intro- 
duced from China, each nation was jealous of 
ite neighbor in the wal! paper trade and tried 
to keep its own process a secret. Holland, 
which imported the art, demanded solemn 
vows of secrecy from its. workmen, and 
threatened imprisonment to those who di- 
vulged the art to neighboring nationalities. 
They prohibited the exportation of moids 
and models. 

Toward the end of the seventeenth century 
the English were the largest importers of the 
band decorated Chinese wall papers, butonly 
for a short time. As the demand increased 
they began to perfect a process of paper 
stamping and paper decoration to imitate 


the wainscoting. In design and coloring they 
were imitations of wall tapestries. Another 
peculiarity was the thickness and durability 
of the paper. The cheap, feeble and flimsy 
wall papers were unknown. As each block or 
part was elaborated with considerable care 
and cost, it was something meant to last. 

Says Kate Sanborn in her book on old time 
wall papers: “Many of these specimens 
were of the thickness of pasteboard, and 
some were quite as hard and sold as papier 
machs. Seldom were glued to the wall, but 
either tacked on or inserted between the 
edges of the woodwork when used with panel 
effect. 

“Ik sometimes bappened that wall papers 
were transferred fr one room to another, 
or that wall paper held a decade old was sold 
at auction.” 

Another distinctive feature of the early 
English wall paper was a tendency toward 
pictorial reproduction of biblical storiea 
And as the trade increased the range of 


themes widened. Landscape studies, hunting 


scenes, mythological and legehdary themes 
became common. Miss Sanborn includes in 
her book photographic reproductions of many 
specimens of old wall paper which she dis- 
covered in the colonial homes of the east and 
south—sometimes under six or seven layers of 
more recent paper. Some of them—life studies 
in bold colors—might almost be considered as 
commentaries on the times. One interesting 
specimen shows scenes from Robinson Cru- 
soe. Another shows a tropical forest—a con- 
tinuous scene of tall palms and arid waste 
clear around the room. 

These pictorial wall papers were neces- 
sarily produced in small strips or squares 
like the modern billboard postets—eech part 
being numbered to facilitate Matching and 
piecing out of the entire scene. 

The coloring on these old epéecimens was 80 
exquisite and permanent that it could hardly 
be duplicated by our modern printing meth- 
ode. In fact, it was the careful handwork 
on which their longevity partly depended. 
Some specimens filed in the museums are 
two hundred years old and are still quite 


fresh looking. 


Use for Discarded Tablecloths. 


When linen tablecloths are discarded be- 
cause more derning would be unpractical, 
they may be turned into four napkins, tow- 
ele and tray cloths. . 

The four corners of the tablecloth seldom 
or never show any signs of wear or tear, so 
they may be cut out into four napkins as 


large as may be desired, hemmed, and taken 


for ordinary use. When the napkins are 
eut out the remainder of the cloth forme a 
large sized Maltese cross which can be 
turned into towels, two shorter and two 
longer There vill not be as strong and last- 
ing as the napkins, yet they are well worth 
the hémming, thus saving the new linen. -If 


any part of the Maltese cross is too worn to 
make a towel, then the good parts may be 
cut to the size of the various trays in the 
house and trimmed around the ‘edges with 
good lace which has been saved from expen- 
sive underwear. 

It has been the boast of one housekeeper 
that she has not been obliged to purchase a 
traychoth in ten years, owing to the fact that 
her discarded tablecloths and lace which 
had been ripped from expensive wearing ap- 
parel supplied her household in this respect. 

The economy in this plan is evident in the 
fact that the outlay for the number of nap- 
kins,- towels, and tray clothe is thus saved.

No woman need mar her hands or finger 
nails doing housework if she can only con- 
ceive of the benefit derived from using the 
various cheap little brushes to be had fora 
few pennies. With these she can scour greasy 
pans, pots, grates, cutlery, sinks, and a mul- 
titude of other things. A halfa dosen of these 
brushes e kitchen, with and without han- 
dies, the cest of which will not exceed 25 
cents, will prove a world of comfort !f prop- 
erly used. They are easily cleaned and do 
not retain odor of food as do dishcloths. 

In scouring potatoes for baking, a mall 
brush without a handle can be used to great 


advantage, and will make the tubers more. 


appetizing when served in their jackets. 
ialg brush should not be used for any other 
purpose. 

For pots and pans us a small brush withoyt 
handle, moistened and dipped into some 
cleanser, vigorously scrubbing the article to 
be cleaned. Wash with hot soapy water. 
rinsing well with clear hot water. This will 
produce a satisfactory result in a much 
shorter time and none of that scraping noise 
so nerve racking to the tired housekeeper. 


Smart Shoes 


All the smartest shoes of the season, both 
for day and evening wear, are decorated with 
large bows.

While there is not an up 

and down to them, it is necesasry that the 

material should be kept the same side out 

The right side of the material cannot be de- 

termined by the way it is folded, so there 

must be some other guide. The right side of 

diagonal weaves has the wale running from 
the right at the bottom, up over the left. 

For instance, take an end of the serge and 
hold it up to you. Look dowm at it and you 
can soon tell which sideis out. If right side 
out the diagonals will run from theright hand 
corner at the foot, up over the left shoulder 
Now keep the serge the same side out, but 
turn it the other way around. If you were 
holding it so that the raw end of the poods 
was at the bottom, hold the raw end up ¢: 
the shoulder, and you will find that the diag- 
onals still run the same ¢irection. 

Now fold it inside out and the diagonals 
will’ be found running from the left hand 
corner at the bottom, up over the right shoul- 
der—just the opposite. way from the right 
gide. One frequently sees suits made up 
wrong side out, or perhaps some pieces one 
gide out, and the rest the other side out. To 
any person knowing anything about it the 
garment would be spoiled. Where some parts 
are one side out and some the ther, they 
shade so differently as to be most notice- 
able 

Where bias bands are cut from serge, crépe, 
or any material having the diagonal Weave, 
a choice bias only should be used. This is 
made by cutting a true bias from the side of 
the material that will allow the diagonal lines 
to run at right angles to the edge. In the first 
place, a true bias is made by folding the 
length over on the width—doing this folding 
accurately—and cutting on the fold. This 
cut, folded edge is on à true bias. 

Now togetthechoice bias: Fold a true bias 
at one corner and see how the diagonals run. 
Keeping the right side up, and folding a cor- 
ner at the left end, you will see that the 
diagonals run almost parallel to the folded 
edge, and the bias band, if cut, will not look 
like a bias band at all, and no matter how 
evenly it may be cut, it will not look so. 

Now fold over a corner at the right hand 
edge and see what a different effect you get. 
At this corner the diagonals will run at right 
angles to the edge, with the result that a good 
looking bias band will be had.

This, 
of course, applies only to materials having 
no up and down whicb It is necessary to ob- 
serve. Of course, there really ls no material 
which has not an up and down, but in many 
of them the finieh is such that it is not suffi- 
ciently noticeable to have to take notice of 
ip the cutting. 

One sees @ great many striped drees and 


well cut the effect may be most becoming. 
If one is not experienced in such things, it is 
better to choose what is called an even stripe 
or plaid, rather than the opposite kind. By 
uneven stripes is meant where there ig one 
stripe which is perhaps rather prominent 
and on one side of this may be stripe of a 
different color and again on the other side 
may be a third color. Or, perhaps, on one 
ide of this more prominent stripe there may 
tit be two finer stripes of two different colora, 
and on the other side may be just one of the 
colors.

The rest of the gores for the one side of the 
ekirt are cut in the same way as the first side 
gore; and after cutting a gore the oneYorthe 
opposite sidé is cut in the same manner as 
was the first one. These gores for the oppo- 
site side are hemmed in place as were those 
on the first side. 

After a seam has been hemmed down it 
should be basted together on the wrong side, 
and when the stitching is done the hemming 


will not interfere in the least. Both bastings 
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and hemming stitches should be cut at close 
intervals and removed with a stiletto, in 
Which case they will come out readily. The 
hemming keeps the parts from sHpping, and 
a perfectly matched seam wl!l result as it will 
inno other way. Onecan baste, rip, and baste 
again in the ordinary way, only to find bad 
places in a seam which she wishes to have 
matched. 

This is most interesting work and well 
worth the pains, and while the first reading 
of this may sound complicated, it is really 
simple, and the result is so satisfactory it 
should be considered worth while to learn. 

In the middle back seam where both edges 
are probably gored baste one side back as 
with the others, and then pin the basted edge 
to the seam line of the opposite gore. match 
perfectly, hem. baste, and stitch as usual 

It is necessary where seams must match to 
use a pattern which fits perfectly, and any 
alteration must be made before using the pat- 
tern on the plaid.

How to Make f 
Feet Shapely. 


By LOUISE GUNTON. 


Nature intended that the feet should be 
free and untrammeled, but custom and en- 
vironment say we shall stiffly confine them 
until there is probably no part of the body so 
systematically abused and neglected as the 
feet It is only by constant care that we can 
counteract the injurioug_ effects of lack of 
proper circulation and ventilation about the 
feet, Which results in clogged pores and un- 
eliminated impurities. 

Many do not realize the necessity for fre- 
quent change of both shoes and hose. The 
latter should be changed daily, for they be- 
come clogged with impurities from the pores 
of the feet and with germ laden dust from the 
streets. Many times when the feet are tired 
and irritated great relief will be obtained 
dy putting on a fresh pair of hose and a dif- 
ferent pair of shoes. Hosiery should be se- 
lected carefully and with as few seams as 
possible, as the pressure of a seam will often 
develop a painful corn or bunion.

WRITING SO THE 


T the age of 70 the Rev. Charles E. Few, 
vicar of Seal, near Sevenoaks, England, 
who for years has lived in enforced retire- 
ment owing to a nearly total blindness due 
to Cataract of both eyes, has discovered 
and perfected a new way of writing which 
he can read despite his bad sight. 

Wishing to overcome his affliction he 
thought this might be a way of enabling him to resumé 
active pastoral work.

Mr. Few's method is to write with white ink upon 


black paper. “The idea came to me some years back.“ 
he said to an interviewer. ‘“‘ My eyes were not so bad 
then, but I could not read black print upon white paper. 
The glare from the white paper was too much. But by 
doubling a paper so that I had a single line of black 
type in front of me, without a white surrounding sur- 
face, I could read. 

“That set me thinking, and I found also that I could 
read photographed type in negative form where the black 


_ “was white and the white black. 
Working upon this bas.s, I experimented with white, 
‘nk upon black paper and managed to read my writing 


in that form. . 5 

Now. although 1 am nearly blind, I can write well in 
white upon black and read with facility even tables of 
figures. The boon Of my discovery has been beyond 
value to me, for it hag opened up life again.

For “Snaky Mary,“ Who riled her people from the 
time she was 17 uni she Was 94, had as her proudest 
boast that in all het long reign as queen she had never 
worn a hat, nor met in a bed. 

Then a girl must have something mysterious and 
hidden in her life to de an geceptable queen to the 
gypsies. “Golden aurel,“ Who succeeded “Snaky 
Mary” to the queenship on July 31, 1899, had 800 o- 
900 rings hidden away some@whéré when she was made 
queen at the age of 17, although when she was 
crowned she wore diamond rings, a pearl necklace, and 
a heavy gold chain.

But it’s different now. Marriage is being hedged 
around with formality and restriction. Within a few

The bill has the support of every woman member of 
the legislature—four in number—who all say it’s a 
good thing. But it sounds like infamy to every liberty 
loving confirmed drunkard, any physical’ wreck in the 
country. What has become of the constitution—not 
our own personal one, of course, but the constitution 
of the United States? If the law doesn't allow a man

The result is that London annually pays out $160,000 
for the support of deserted women and children. But 
the authorities have decided to increase their adver- 
tising appropfiation and to make the graceful art of 
wife desertion as difficult and dangerous as desertion 
from the army. . 

The only rift in the clouds of prejudice and regula- 
tion which frown round marriage is found by the 
American man in the proposal to tax international 
marriages. The foreign counts will have to carry 


weight if bills introduced in congress recently become 


law. The dowry will be clipped for 25 per cent of its 
richness. American girls have taken $3800,000,000 
abroad. The retention of one-fourth of this dowry 
would constitute a blight and frost upon the interna- 
tional industry and plain Americans may see the time 
when an occasional American millionairess will marry 
at home rather than remain single. But the regüla- 
tion would be just mean, for the poor girls can't be 
hdppy without an imported count. It is along the 
general line of restriction and interference.

ROMEHOW I never fancied there was much 
money in thé stage robbing business. 
True, I never tried it, but once or twice 
when the game went against me pretty 
hard I rather envied the fellow who was 
then collecting a pretty good share of 
everything that was being cléaned up on 
the Big Divide. 

You guessed his name the first time. It was Black 
Bart. Me held up? Tes, once, and that was when he 
was having things pretty much his own way op here. 
In fact, he had a kind of a monopoly in sticking up 
folks on these higher trails. Lord! How a fellow 
gets old without realizing it! Why, say, that was 
away back in the end of the 308, and, by the way. 
just about when Christmas was coming on. 

Forest Hill, was a camp then, all right. Everybody 
coming in and nobody going out. Everybody getting 
a little gold, a dozen games ready to take it away 
from them, and dance halis a-plenty. Snow on the 
ground, of course, but not cold. Stage had kept the 
road open clear dowp to Auburn, and there weren't 
many miners, unless they came from higher up. 
around Secret cafion and Canada hill, who blew in 
with snowshoes. Good felléwe they were, too. work- 
ing hard, playing boisterously, and glad to hike into 
the camp for the coming holidays. 

It wasn't because I wanted to get away from Forest 
Hill that I went down to Auburn. I would rather have 
stayed here; but I had to go to meet the owner of 
the Fan Tan, of which I was superintendent that year. 
It was such an unusual thing for me to leave the 
camp, something I hadn’t done in a year, that it 
actually attracted some attention. I well recall how 
Bill Pape spoke about it on the day before I started. 

“You a-goin’ to Auburn?” he said. Why, I never 

heard of such doin's! 
You ain't been down 
there since you landed 
on the divide. Stay at 
home Hank. stay at 
home“ as if the trip was 
d thousand mile one and 
dangerous all tle way. 
Then as an afterthought 
he added: If I 1 known 
you was goin’ I wouldn't 
have sent that hundred 
ounces out by the express 
folks. I could trust you 
to bank em for me and 
J ain’t sure I can depend 
on any of these big com- 
panies.” 

I can see him yet as he 
squatted down on the 
snow, poked his arms through the shoulder straps of his 
pack, gave it a final lurch to settle it into place, and 
then went swinging away toward the woods shaking 
his head and waving “ good-by” to me. Poor chap! 
He had reason to fear companies. Less than two 
months before one of them had jumped his claim, the 
Golden Annie, on a technicality, thrown -him off be- 
cause they had money to hire a little army of men, 
and then carried it to the courts. The law was just 
then being recogniged as a means of settling disputes 
in thie part of California’ but the lower court gave a 
decision against him. Naturally, Bill was a little 
bitter and so were the boys. They offered to help him 
get his claim back by the use of a few rifles, but he 
stuck to the law and appealed the case. 

Bill was a homely gert, lang and lean, but unafrata. 
He never had taken water before that time, so all the 
boys pitied him and were surprised. The only thing 
he ever complained of was that the men who grabbed 
the Golden Annie kept right on mining it while it was 
in litigation.

A shotgun messenger that I had never seen before 
helped the agent hoist the strong box aboard, and by: 
that I knew there was dust being shipped out. The 
agent was a new arrival in camp, too. 

“Got much in it?” I asked him, and he nearly 
swelled up with hia own importance as he answered: 
O, not much. Golden Annie eléanup. That's all.” 

I thought of poor old Bill being rebbed every day 
of his life, and even at that minute swore 1 wouldn't 
give a cuss if Black Bart showed up and took the 
whole poke in. I might have said something about ft, 
but just at that minute my attention was attracted by 
something else and I forgot. all about the express 
business. 

A woman came out with a small shaver of.a boy 

and a tiny little girl and several bundles such as 
women usually carry. Being some polite, 1 helped 
the agent get her aboard. One bag she hung to like 
glue. We were the only passengers, and it didn’t 
make me happy, you can bet.

The sun got behind, clouds and it grew warmer, and 
then little flakes of snow began to fall and that 
started us on snowstorms. She said where she came 
from the snéw was deep, and then for a littlé while 
nothing was said. I didn't notice it at first, but all of 
a sudden saw she was crying. 

Now, I'm a sympathetic sort of 4 ctiss and 80 asked 
her what the row was about, and pretty soon she 
told me that away up on the divide near Secret cafion 


she had buried her husband but a little while before. 


It was à fight pitiful story the way she told it to me 
after she got to feeling better. They had come out 


there across the plains and taken their chande along 


with the others, and he had always been good to her 


and the little chaps;*although 1 guess he wasn't « 


strong sort of man. * enn the matter with 
his lungs. 

Well, they pulled together in Werden te and 
worked hard and saved. alf they could till they got 


enough te buy a prospecting Outfit and then came to 


the divide. Luck is against some folks, and it wasn't 
kind to them. ‘They gol ii worst of it for a long 


time, and then it seem tie come their way tor a 
spell. They staked a good piece of ground and struck 
beginning to feel happy wher this lung 


does a sheep, and he cashed in. Yes, sir, died just 
when everything began to come all right, after all the 
Years he'd worked and and saved.

LARGEST CIGAR BAND COLLECTION IN THE WORLD. | 


HB city of Joplin, Mo., has a citizen, 4 
sober, practical business man, who for 
twenty-seven years has devoted most of 
his spare time to his hobby of collect- 
ing cigar. bands. He now claims the 
unique distinetion of possessing the 
largest collection of this kind in the 
world. This man ts C. 8. Meredith of 

40% North Byers avenue. Joplin. 
rer Wince he was a boy of 16 Mr. Meredith has 
been collecting cigar bands, and now in middle life, 
49 yeate of age, he is seemingly more enthusiastic 
than ever over his hobby. In addition to all the 
timé @xpended upon it the collection represents an 
outlay of about $300. Almost all this sum was spent 
in securing foreign cigar bands. As the result of all 
this expenditure of money and time he now nas a 
collection numbering no less than 22,000 cigar bands. 
Mr. Meredith says that, to the best of his knowledge, 
this is the largest collection in the world, and it does 
not appear likely that any one will dispute his claim. 
A tew months ago Meredith purchased, by an agent, 
a — of §,000 bands at an auction in France, 
paying about $6 for them. The bands were the prop- 
erty of a wealthy Paris merchant who apparently had 
the same hobby as Meredith. The merchant died 
recently, and his family disposed of the bands, along 
with some other personal property, at public auction.

The relatives stated afterward that they were sur- 
prised to receive such a large price for them. Mere- 
dien claims that the collection is worth many times 
over the sum he paid for it, although he found that 
he Already had about 1,000 of the bands in his own 
collection. He says that he has purchased several 
amaller collections in Europe for a much higher price. 

in his collection Meredith asserts he has cigar 
bands from cigars smoked by Ulysses 8. Grant, 
„Uncle Joe” Cannon, Edgar Allan Poe, Eugene Field, 
and others. In the collection of the Paris merchant 
is a band which it ts claimed came from 4 cigar 
smoked by President Fallieres. 

According to Meredith, there are not many coliec- 
tions of cigar bands in the United States. What few 
there are do not come near to equaling his own col- 
jection. He says that the largest one he ever has 
heard of. besides his own, contains only 10,000 bands. 
There are quite a number of collections in Europe, 
especially in France and Germany. He says that he 
has traded bands with several German collectors. 
Meredith keeps only one band of each kind; the others 
he trades off for new ones. 

This collector is engaged in the electrical supply 
business in Joplin and ts a well known citizen in that 
community. He has no other fads except that of 
collecting cigar bands. Post cards and stamps, he 


says, do not appeal to him.

ARA PALMER sings these lines and more 
to the same effect, at every performance 
of “The Girl I Love,” while celebrating 
the theatrical misadventures of “Miss 
Phebe Snow.” They develop an inter- 
esting chain of speculation, if you think 
about it long enough: 

Why do girls go on the stage, anyway? 

Well, obviously enough, there are reasons and reasons. 
Let’s look into the matter a little. 

Most musical comedy productions employ thirty or 
thirty-five young women as choristers, at an average 
wage of $20 a week. Their ages run from 17 to 25 
years. Taking the theatrical business by and large, 
Jumping all the “girl shows,” whether from Broadway 
Or Halsted street, together, there are easily 10,000 girls 
earning their living in this manner, at salaries ranging 
from $12 a week, in “burlycue” attractions, to $40 a 
week in the exhibitions of beauty adorned and un- 
adorned in Broadway summer productions. It might 
be added, however, that the $40 girls are few and far 
between, while the $12 girls are numerous. Averaging 
up the wage scale, a just estimate of chorus girls’ earn- 
ings is not over $18 a week. 

Compared with the other occupations open to unskilled 
and uneducated “female labor ”—for all chorus girls 
are unskilled when they begin, and education is a neg- 
ligible factor—this is a favorable showing for the stage, 
from @ financial point of view. It represents dancing in 
Short skirts or posing languorously in evening gowns 
before the footlights as more lucrative than pasting 
labels on tin cans, or ‘working the levers on knitting 
machines, or even in pounding the keys of a typewriter 
dor some captain of industry in a mahogany lined office

So score one mark for the stage: girls go on it to 
earn their livings, and succeed in doing so. 

Of course, there are the handicaps of a short work- 
ing season of thirty weeks in the year at the most; of 
ancertain engagements; of frequent dismissals for trivial 
e@auses; of expensive living in hotels; of traveling ex- 
penses—but such things, being the purely human ele- 
ment, are never figured into a statistical argument. 
These are the reasons why no chorus girl ever saves 
money or sends any home to mother, while other work- 
ing girls on smaller wages often help to support their 
families. 


The second motive for going on the stage that any 
chorus girl will allege are the shorter hours and the 
cleaner work. These are undeniable. A chorus girl 
works from twenty-seven to thirty hours a week, while 
her sisters in shops and offices are working from forty- 
eight to sixty hours. The physical conditions of their 
environment are usually better than in ‘factories and, 
in the first class theaters, just as good as in offices. 

Thirdly, however, and most important of all, there 
is VANITY. The girls on the stage can wear pretty 
costumes—before the footlights and in the most flaunt- 
ing kind of public display—and they have hopes of meet- 
ing “etylish” men, and of deing dined and wined in 
fashionable cafés by the same persons. In regard to. 
the latter count, it may be said that some do and some 
don’t. But of “pretty things” they have an abundance, 


Sone Because TheyAre Pretty 
Fonc BecauseThey AreWitly, 
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and their hearts are dontented by them, even though 
they wear them only during working hours as a kind of 
uniform. 

Then, again, there is beauty an item which is, in the 
final. analysis, merely a variant of vanity. All chorus 
girls are pretty—that is axiomatic. If they are not, 
they ought to be, and the dramatic critics comment sar- 
castically upon their shortcomings.

It ie a curious thing that while nearly every chorus 
girl has deauty, or prettiness, or personal charm of some 
kind, few of them have talent to rise out of the chorus 
to the rank of “principal.” Yet they all have hopes and 
ambitions; they contemplate the Sallie Fishers and 
Trixie Friganzas of today, who used to be chorus girls 
themselves, and they hope to do likewise. Many are 
called, in this way, but few are chosen; because the 
native gift is too often lacking, 

“But if they have no 
talent, why do they do it?”

All that is good in the new Madison street 
is due to the merchants themselves. If the 
voice of the city, the cry of Chicago is “I 
Will!“ Madison street within the last eighteen 
months has been fairly shouting, Get to- 
gether!" Just a year ago was organized the 
West Madison Business Men's association. 
This was the first association in the city to 
take in an entire street. It banished the 
ugly garbage cans, it did away with rickety 
signs, it reformed the alleys, it started com- 
petitions among property owners and chil- 
dren for the cleaning and beautification of 
waste places. Some of ite members give 
free flower seeds as premiums to children. 
Tt has succeeded as far west as Forty-eighth 
avenue in adding hundreds of electric lights 
to the street Il umination. 
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It inaugurated last fall a carnival during 
u hich the street for five miles was one stretch 
of bunting and oi incandescent arches. It 
has now 500 members and a clubroom just 
west of Robey street that is open every 
alternoon and evening. It even issues a 
weekly paper called the West Side Reporter. 

Last Monday officers were installed for the 
coming year. These were: J. T. Counseli, 
president; T. J. Prodie, first vice president; 
M. E. Brady, second vice president; Fred

Harmony in Effort Sought. 

“We are trying to educate our people to 
improve their own neighborhoods,” said Mr. 
Bourne. “We are getting our members 
put in better stocks, to educate their custom- 
eis, and to give them better service If 
the street is to grow we must get together 
and work as neighbors. We must push for 

ements in our own locality. When 
the big stores were built in the loop some 
years ago, the Madison street merchants 
threw up their hands. What's the use?’ 
they said. But now it is different. We are 
working together and we are getting. re- 
sults. Local business is increasing. The 
stieet is entering on an era of prosperity 
and of the greatest promise.” 

As a result of the awakening of Madison 
street real estate values are becoming higher, 
rents are going up. Within the last eighteen 
months rentals have advanced from 10 to 
2% per cent. The change in real estate values 
has been 25 to 80 per cent in five years. The

Frivolous Only on Surface. 

While all this change is going on away down 
in its heart, West Madison street upon the 
surface is rather a frivolous thoroughfare. It 
does not take its commercial destiny with 
any seriousness. It prefers to dally with 
filppancy and ay burlesque. Itsays: “ Yes, 
we are becoming a great street. West Mad- 
ison formerly topped at the river. Now it 
goes right down to State. Since the renum- 
bering we have annexed the loop. Some 
street—yes?” 

Centering about Madison and Halsted— 
the busiest crossing, day and night, in the 
whole west side, is the liveliest amusement 
center to be found in many a block. Within 
a few feet of the intersection are to te found 
the Haymarket, the Star and Garter, the 
Academy, the Virginia, the Lyric, the Sanga- 
mon, Wonderland, and the Empire. Farther 
along are new theaters near Western avenue, 
Hamlin avenue, and Kedzie. Madison street 
means to mix pleasure with business. 

For alt its present sreatness, Madison street 
was not designed by the mind of man to bee 
great highway. It was destiny rather than 
city councils that made it. Lake street was 
to have been the main road west. When in 
1828 Jim Kinzie, son of the historic John, 
built the Wolf Point tavern, he turned his 
back upon Madison street and bulk at the 
fork of the river branches. His f¢mous te- 
ern and the wolf killed therein guve a name 
to the new city of Chicago—all that was not 
included in Fort Dearborn. Gen Winged 
Scott in 1882 made his headquarters there, 
still scorning the claims of Medison street. 


Destiny 8 Its Hand. 

The first ferry crossed at Lake, not Mad 
won Madison street was but the southern 
boundary of the original town as it was 
platted. “But destiny was at work. When 
the first bridge was built, not Lake but 
Randbiph street got it—one block nearer to 
Madison. The first schoolhouse went not 
to Lake but to Canal and Washington, only 
one block off Madison. 

In 1847 Madison street secured one of the 
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three bridges Randolph and Carrol) having 
the others. In 1856 the first west side fire 
engine house went up only a bock awey, at 
the northwest corner of CHnton and Wash- 
ington. Ite engine anewered to the pet name 
of “ Island Queen.” And when, in the same 
year, the first baseball ground was estab- 
lished in what is now Union park, it was seen 
by all that Madison street was coming into 
ite manifest destiny. The building of the 
Lake street L and the change of the num- 
bering base from Lake to Madison were 
only completing steps in the crushing of al 
com peti tion. 

Madison street early began to go like a 
streak of lightning with a pedigree Like an 
the other great highways of the early days,. 
it became a plank road. Milwaukee avenue 
was the northwestern plank road, Madison 
was the western plank road, Ogden avenue, 
which b off it. was the southwestern 
plank road. Madison street plank road 
was out westward from the city to 
the b of the Desplaines river at Rob- 
inson’s This work was done in 1860 and 
1861. The road was soon bullt west to the 
DuPage county Une, making seventeen miles 
in al. The Fein and Genos company then 
carried the plank work westward through 
DuPasé county for twenty-eight miles, mak- 
ing a total plank highway to the west of 
fifty miles. 


— 
Southern Best Plank Road. 

The Southern Plank road wess carried out 
ten miles to Kile’s tavern. This le said to 
have been the best plank road leading out of 
the. city. It was kept in better repair and 
was more popular than any of the others. 
It led to Riverside and Le Grange Another 
famous old road that branched out of Madi- 
son street was what is now Colorado avenue. 
In 1634 and foe many pears alterward |t wes 


known ae Barry Point road, because it bd 
to the Widow Barry’s farm. 

Many interesting associations cling about 
the intersection of Madison street and Ogden 
avenue, where the plank roads joined. Here 
wae situated the famous Bull's Head Imm 
and the firet Chicago cattle market Thies 
cattle yard began buciness in a emell wey 
in 1848 just southeast of the intersection of 
the plank roads. There was nothing west of 
Ashland avenue, known as Reubep street, at 
that time. Farmers from al) over that wilé 
section beyond Ann street used to drive their 
herds into thie market; wild, uncouth men 
from the wilderness, some of them coming in 
from es far as Oak Park. Cattle were not 
slaughtered at the Bull's Head yards; it wee 
mere a market. 

The Bull's head tavern, which stood on the 
south side of Madison, just where Ogden 
strikes in, was the most famous west side 
hoetelry of its time. It was the first “ bal- 
loon frume structure built in Chicago, @ 
form of architecture evolved by George W. 
Snow, 4 local carpenter. Mathew Lafiin, in- 
ventor of Lafiin etreet. was the first owner of 
the Bull’s Head tavern. 


> 
Union Park House New Center. 

In 1861 the Union Park nous just down the 
street, usurped the petition of leading center 
of west side culture. Here the Madison and 
Randolph street buses used to draw up with, 
a flourish. The hotel was the best place ih 
all the west side to water 4 horse. The Mad! 
son street horse car line, the firet on the west 
side, also ended in front of the Unicon Park 
house. This was in 1862. The Fendcolph 
street line aleo swung over to ferve this great 
center of western refinement.

side park. In 1856 the first basebali ground 
was established about a block north of Madi- 
gon and within the present boundaries of the 
Gerke In 1856 a great muckraking scandal 
Was cre™:d when the papers denounced the 
plan of S.muel J. Walker to sell to the city 
two part blocks of land between Madison 
street and Union Park for the enlargement of 
the latter. Walker named 8100000 as the 
price, and there was 4 great cry of graft. 
Union: perk does not contain. the bronze 
equestrian statue of Gen. Sheridan presented 
to the city by Charles T. Yerkes. Mr. Yerkee 
never presented such a statue, but at one 
point in the franchise negotiations it looked 
as if nothing could restrain him from such an 
eoorning of the park. But later, he anv 
everybody else fogsot about the statue. 
Connected with this old market is a Scene 

which perhaps better than anything else i} 
lustrates the change and growth of Madison 
street. Here in 1857 William Jackson. was 
hanged for the murder of Ronan Morris o! 
Libertyville. The day of the execution was 
a carnival—the first Macison street carnival. 
Pink lemonade stands lined the sidewalk. A 
great throng of merrymakers filled the 
streets. Presently up Madison came the 
murderer, seated on his coffin in a market 
wagon, trotting merrily to the scaffold. The 
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school sat at the northwest corner of what is 


now Canal and Washington streets; just 
enough off Madison to allow the pupils room 
for Indian shooting and other healthful 


games.

But it is not its interesting history, its live- 
ly midnight crowds, or its school houses that 
give Madison street its claim to future great- 
ness. It is. business, simply business. On 
the dollars that it now collects, without §p- 
gard to other greatneses, it is great enough. 
And on the dollars that it expects to roll 


along its ten miles of length in future days 


it should become one of the real empire 
streets of the world. 

„Madison street is the direct highway 
through Chicago,“ say the Madison street 
rvoters. Madison street is the shortest 
and best route from where you are to what 
you want. The city has got to come to 
us. It is coming now. In a few years the 
west side will be the heart of Chicago, and

For six miles already the stores extend ina 
line that is broken but rarely by vacant lots 
or residence property. Twelv e miles of shops. 
Every day one or more building permits 
are taken out for business places, small or 
large. Already Madison street has one of the 
largest furniture houses in the world, one 
of the largest houses which manufacture 
pianos in Chicago, one of the largest cigar 
factories, the west side distributing point 
for all the packing houses, and almost 3,000 
merchants, representing every line of retail 
trade. With the growth In population the 
change in the class of that population, the 
new transportation facilities, and new in- 
dustries going in. the most vallant pessimist 
will have a hard time to show anything but 


a brilliant future for the street. 
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the killing of Amos J. Snell an aged million- 
aire, on Feb. 7, 1888. This was in Washing- 
ton street near Ada about two blocks from 
the location of the Bull’s Head tavern. One 
Willie Tascott was suspected of the crime 
and an offer of $50,000 reward made, but Tas- 
cott was never found. 

The second murder wason Ashland avenue, 
which bound Union park on the west. This 
was the killing of Carter H. Harrison, the 
elder, on Oct. 28, 1803, by Joseph Prendergast, 
a disappointed officeseeker. 

Another famous “ frontier gun fight and 
criminal orgy in Madison street was the raid 
of the notorious Garfield park racetrack. 
The police descended upon this gambling re- 
sort in September 1892, when the Hankins 
brothers were at the height of their glory. 
In the general gun work which followed a 
man named Brown was killed and several 
others were wounded. The racetrack was 
then closed. 

This track was just west of the south part 
of the present Garfield park, the largest and 
most pretentious perk on the west side, which 
is cut in two by Madison street. This south 
half of the park, by the way, was a famous 
racecourse itself in the 90s when it con- 
tained the best bigycle track in the United 
States. 


a 


Gerfield park itself was first improved in 
1869, and rapidly took away the honors of 
Union park. It has been developed until it 
now has the largest green house, fernery, 
and flower display of any of the city's public 
domains: The park was such an attraction 
that it led to the upbuilding of the street at 
an early day, and the extension to Crawford 
avenue, just west of the park, of the original 
Madison street cable line. 

„The most famous criminal event connect- 
ed with Madison street and the west side, 
however, is the Haymarket riot. A statue 
commemorating it now stands in Union park. 
This is locally believed to be the only statue 
in America in honor of a policeman., Patrol- 
man Thomas Birmingham posed for the fig- 
ure. The riot occurred on May 4, 1686. The 
bomb was thrown on Desplaines street, two 
blocks north of Madison. When the smoke 
cleared away the street was filled with in- 
jured policemen. Seven were killed and fifty- 
nine wounded. The anarchists were hanged 
in 1888. 

The old Bull’s Head corner, with its exe-

Street Booms After Fire. 

The Eighteenth ward, through the center 
of which Madison street passes, has many 
historical associations due to the Chicago fire. 
The west side streets then blossomed out into 
the business and retail center of the city. 
Canal street, between Lake and Adams, was 
the principal shopping street in the years 
1871-72 73. Business men, burned out in 
State street, rushed into Canal, just as San 
Francisco merchants transformed Fillmore 
street after the earthquake. : 

The intersection of Canal-and Madison 
was the principal crossing in the city. Stores 
in Madison and Washington streets rented 
for as much as $2,000 a year. THE TRIBUNE 
and the Journal were printed a block anda 
half north of Madison in Canal street. The 
old First Congregational church, three blocks 
north of Madison in Ann street, was used asa 
temporary city hall during the fire. It was 
burned down in 1873 and the building which 
took its place was the first church in Chicago 
or the west to have the amphitheater con- 
struction. 

The most famous fire in Chicago preceding 
the great fire was the Canal street fire, which 
happened in 1869, just across the alley from 
Madison. This fire caused the death of four 
firemen and was the first serious accident in 
the history of the city. During this period of 
prosperity following the Chicago fire, 
south side of Madison street, between Hal- 
sted and Green, was called Justice row.“ 
because of the number of justices’ offices to 
be found there. The Potwin farmhouse, Madi- 
son and Oakley. stood until a few years ago 
the last of the farmhouses. 

Madison street a® one time or another has 
been the main highway to schools big, little, 
humorous, and profound. Nothing could be 
funnier in its way than the first schoolhouse 
on the west side. This was in 1832, and John 
Caldwell was the teacher. The little log

side came from Billy Caldwell. Sauganash, 
the great half breed Indian chief. Billy, 
either in an earnest desire to help the uplift

Three years later the 
new schoolhouse was moved to make room for 
a still newer one (the first in Chicago to have 
steam heat).

School for Many Old Timers. 


The first institution of higher learning on ,

the west side was St. 
academy, built in 1856 in Desplaines street 
a block and a half north of Madison. This 
old institution was the school of many of 
Chicago's well known citizens. 

The first réally nontransient west side 
school was the Scammon school, built in 
1846 on the south side of Madison betwgen 
Halsted and Desplaines streets. Part of 
John M. Symth store now stands in the 
old school yard. School place was named 
for the old bullding. The English high 


school apd manual training school is now on | 


the opposite side of the place from the old 
school site, a half block from Madison to 
the south. The Scammon school itself was 
moved to Monroe and Morgan streets when 
the Madison street location became too valu- 
able for school purposes. 

Chicago Theological seminary was founded 
in 1858 in Warren avenue and Ashland, one 
half block north of Madison. Western Theo 
logical seminary one block north of Madison, 
near California avenue, is the principal west- 
ern training school for Episcopal ministers. 
Léwis institute olytechnic) is a famous 
school at Madison and Robey streets. 

But the most interesting educational group 
tapped by Madison street is the group of 
institutions constituting the greatest center 
of medical learning in the world. This great 
center of healing, which is south of Madison 
street, was founded when the county hospital 
was built there after the destruction of the 
first hospital by the Chicago fire. 
Medical college, founded in 1844 had also 
been destroyed by the fire, and followed the 
county institution.

“Tt was not a fake remedy and was guar- 
ahteed to cure the most persistent case if the 
tobacco user followed directions.

If 
George had continued to work in Lafayette 
even with the cost of living as low as it 
was in those days he would be today one of 
the most prominent bankrupts In the state.

furnished room for refined gentlemen,’ but 
this was fulsome flattery and most misiead- 
ing. 


“It was not comfortably furnished. The 
room, third floor back, extended in sweeping 
perspective twelve feet in one direction and 
ten in the other. One window, opening to 
the west, admitted a flood of sunlight in the 
afternoon, while we were at the office, There 
was one bed, which fortunately was 4 double 
one, and a folding sofa upon which we gave 
house parties to visiting brothers.

“There was one plush covered chair of 
somewhat august proportions; there was 
another chair for guests, also one bureau, 
one washsiand, and two paintings of the 
late Victorian period.

About this time there came an important 
change in our lives. On the paper a new 
artist named Schultze from Kentucky was 
employed. He was distinguished by a front 
of such grandeur that people stopped and 
gazed at him on the street. He spent every 
spare cent on clothes and had a pointed 
French beard and looked like a Russian 
grand duke. 2 

“It was Schultze who first effected some 
kind of an arrangement with a tailor where- 
by clothes could be purchased by paying 
$2.50 a week I became a member of this 
new cult and Ade and practically the whole 
office force joined. The colléctor soon be- 
came the most familiar figure about the office. 
There was hardly a time when you could 
not look furtively around and see this col- 
lector leaning against something waiting for 
his $2.50, which always seemed due or over- 
due from some one of us.

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SOME HINTS TO THE SPRING GARDENER. 


OTTLE your bulbs for Easter blooms. 
They will soon appear and with hya- 
cinths the flower stalk rises with the 
outer leaves full and round showing 
from the moment it pierces through 

the ground what color it intends to be, pink, 
purple, red, white, or yellow. When the 
weather continues unsettled and the cold 
winds threaten snows don't worry about the 
bulbs; just get out the empty fruit jars that 
are lying in the basement. 

The openings are just about the right size 
to cover the plant and allow enough room for 
expansion. The glass answers the purpose 
of the greenhouse, and there is moisture 
enough from below the surface to nourish the 


shaker, fill with the tiny seed, and sow freely 
in a corner by itself. 

Immediately after sowing, sift dirt over the 
bed through a sieve in order not to bury the 
seed too deep and to give an even covering. 
It is too early to touch the vines on the 
side of the porch. Walt until spring is really 
here and warm weather settled before clip- 
ping out the dead wood. Let the green mani- 
fest itself first and there will be time enough 
to cut away the balance. Some ofthe strong- 
est and most rugged of the vines show no 
signe of Mfe until late in the spring, when 
suddenly they leaf out in a most unexpected 
manner.

The amateur gardener who plants giadioles 
this spring need not use a spade to dig up 
the entire strip as is necessary with dahlta 
bulbs. He may fashion a digger, or, more 
properly, a dibber, out of the end of a broom 
handle. The small dibber necessitates kneel- 
ing, whereas if the length of the broom is 
maintained the sweeping end may be sawed 
off and a handle substituted by drilling a 
hole through the handle and inserting a sma!l 
stake. This can be used as a hand rest. The 
other end may be eharpened.

Now that it has been definitely settled that 
the national stock chaseis road races will be 
run at Elgin in August by the Signing of the 
agreement between the Chicago Motor club 
and the Elgin Automobile Road Race asso- 
ciation, Elgin has started making plans for 
the big event, chief of which has to do with 
the improving of the course and the securing 
of the militia. Elgin aims high in this latter 
connection, having started pulling the wires 
to get the state encampment for the same 
period ag the road races. Gov. Deneen has 
been appealed to and it is stated there is a 
good chance of the plum going to Elgin. 

If the state troops do rendezvous at Elgin 
at road race time it will give an opportunity 
for setting a high water mark in the way of 
guarding the course. There would be at 
least 5,000 soldiers available for the purpose 
—enough to line both sides of the course al] 
the way around and make certain no one not 
entitled to gets on the road. It also would 
permit of the use of the signal corps as flag - 
men, not to mention the touch of miktary 
color the troops would give to the lively 
scene. Already the soldiers themselves have 
started an agitation to go to Elgin, the propo- 
sition of guarding the road pace course ap- 
pealing to al} of them.

‘Elgin Has Ambitious Plans. 

Eigin also is making plans ip another direc- 
tion. The Commercial club of the Watch 
city has decided to make an exhibit at the 
show that will be held in the Coliseum 
in thie city the latter part of April. It will 
be an official display of the city of Elgin, and 
the plans of the Commercial club call for 
making the road race the principal part ‘of 
the exhibit. It is proposed not only to place 
on view photographs of the road races of

If it is pos- 
sible to have the grand stend platted out by 
that time the Elginitee-will start the sale of 
seats then. At any rate parking spaces will 
be offered for sale. 

F. W. Jencks, general manager for the 
Elgin Automobile Road Race association, 
and Frank B. Wood, general executive of the 
Chicago Motor club, will at once get busy 
on the course. This is the time at the year 
when the bulk of the work must be done. The 
road on the homestretch must be widened, 
the thank-ye-ma ams from Udina east 
to the grand stand must be removed, and. in 
general, the circuit tuned up toa pitch that 
will enable the cars to average close to séy- 
enty miles an hour in the actual races. 

The grand stand this year will be far zu- 
perior to the one of 1910. It will be elevated 
more, for the first thing, and set at an angle 
so that the racers may be seen approaching 
the tape. The hump in the middle that 
obstructed the view last year will be done
